HILL LOST, GAINED_AND LOST. 

The foreign military attaches had 
been escorted from Liao Yang to the 
north. They left their train at a potnt 
near Yentai and proceeded in the di- 
rection of fighting between Kurois 
troops and the Russians who were at- 
tempting to hold them back. Here the 
Russians had lost an important hill 
position only to gain it again and lose 
jit a second time. This greatly dis- 
couraged the Russian soldiers. 

It is declared that the immediate and 
precipituous retreat of the entire Rus- 
sian army at Liao Yang was prevenied 
by the retaking of this hill, which lies 
to the east of Yental. The Russians, 
however, could not hold the hill and 
Japanese were again pos- 

General Kuroki's attatk at Yentai 
Was s00n relaxed, however, and Gener- 
al Misichenko and his command were 
withdrawn from the Kussian defenders 
at Yentai and sent over to the west 
side of the railroad to make a demon- 
stration and aid in covering the retreat 


Of the main army. 

At five o'clock in the afternoon of 
September 2, two Russian regiments 
who had been beaten to the east of 
Yentai retreated toward Yentai. They

The morning of September 3 showed 
that Gen. Kuroki had not attained his

The Russian losses in the fighting 
around Liao Yang are estimated at 10

The fact that the Japanese artillery 
maintained its fire for six days with- 
out diminution astonished the Russians, 
who could not account for the rapidity 
with which the Japanese must have 
transported their ammunition.

|MORE ROOM PROVIDED FOR THE 
POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE. 


Space Afforded for Doing Work in 
tne Manual Training Department 
to the Best Possible Advantage. 
Pasadena's Famous Seat of Learn- 
ing in the Heyday of its Prosperity. 


The improvements which have been 
going on at Throop Polytechnic Insti- 
tute during the summer are now draw- 
Ing to a close and the result is that the 
plant is in far better condition than 
ever before to meet the demands of 
beth teachers and pupils. The fact of 
most importance perhups in connection 
with these improvements is that they 
assure plenty of room in nearly every 
department for several years to come. 
This might not have been true had it 
net been for the generous gift of the

The removal of the art 
department to the Stickney Memorial 
buliding will give the clay modeling 
pupils very pleasant and roomy quar: 
ters in the second story of that struc- 
ture, while its handsome lower rooms 
will be occupied by Miss Sterrett's and 
Miss Fisher's classes in freehand draw- 
ing and painting. 

From the wood shop the turning 
lathes have been moved into what was 
formerly the pattern shop, leaving the 
pupils far greater room for bench work. 
A separate room has been fitted up with 
saws and other wood-working machin- 
ery, which is run by an independent 
electric motor. In the forge shop the 
equipment has been. completely. mod- 
ernized by adopting the plans of the 
Buffalo Forge Company. Aa at present 
arranged, the laboratories of the chem- 
istry department, heretofore separate, 
are now brought into one reom, and the 
working capacity of both greatly in- 
creased by changes and additions. 
With thete changes, enlargements 
and additions, and the fact that the 
faculty is strengthened by the engage- 
ment of a number of teachers of high 
repute, in their special lines, Throop 
Institute will enter upon the work of 
the school year 1904-5 far better quali- 
fied than ever before to maintain and 
augment its reputation ag the leading 
school of the kind on the Pacific 
Coast. In another particular it has 
taken a new departure this year, which 
promises to be a great convenience to 
a class of students coming to Pasadena 
in constantly increasing numbers, 
namely, those seeking a home as well 
as an jnatitution of learning. A suit- 
able furnished house capable of. accom- 
modating eighteen to twenty boys, has 
been leased and placed in charge of 
Miss Pease, the competent principal 
of the grammar school, who will en- 
deavor to make it a home for its in- 
mates in fact as well as in neme. 
Board and room in the ‘house have been 
fixed at a reasonable figure, and the 
applications already in indicate that 
there will be no difficulty in filling it 
with such a class of pupils as will as- 
sure its high character.

{6Y DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SANTA ANA, Sept. 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The City Trustees in spe- 
cial session tonight, voted unanimously 
to offer for sale a franchise for an 
electric road upon Fourth street, as 
requested by Chief Engineer George E. 
Pillsbury of the Huntington system, 
who was present with George A. Ed- 
gar, acting president of the local 
Chamber of Commerce, to put the mat- 


ter before the bvard. 


The franchise to be offered provides 
for a single or double track on Fourth 
street, starting from the easterly city 
limits and running west io the end of 
the street, thence cutting across pri- 
vate right of way and crossing Fifth 
etreet and proceeding again over fri- 


vate road to the westerly city limits. 


Further provisions are that cars shall 
run at least every two hours, may 
carry passengers, mail, and other com- 
modities, that a 5-cent fare shal] be 
maintained, that after five years 2 per 
cent. of the gross earnings shal] be 
given to the city, and that work shall 
be commenced within four months and 


completed within three years. 


Bids will be opened for the sale of 
the franchise on October 17. The route 
asked for is the one over which the 
Pacific™£lectric has made surveys for 
the entrance of its line to this city 


from Los Angeles, and Mr. Pillsbury 
Stated tonight that the loca] road 


would be part of the Huntington inter- 
urban system.

MEETING HELD AT BURBANK. 


Campaign for the Protection of 
Rights of the Valley People to be 
Intelligently Prosecuted by the Or- 
ganization—Favorable Report by 
Executive Committee. 


BURBANK, Sept. 10.—At a mass 
this valley, in which nearly every fam- 
ily was represented, permanent organi- 
zation was perfected for the purpose 
of protecting the water rights of the 
people M the legal controversy now on 
with the city of Los Angeles. The 
name of the new organigation is the 
San Fernando Water Rights Associa- 
tion and it will include in its member- 
ship practically every adult who now 
residés. or is interested directly in the 
welfare of this section of the county. 
It Was the water fight which gave the 
association being, but it is the ultimate 
object of those who are at its head to 
make the organization a strong factor 
for the imprevement of the valiey and 
the advancement of the interests of the 
ranchers, The officers elected are: 
Capt. John R. White, president; J. C. 
Vestergard, vice-president; Mr. Dun- 
mins, secretary; 8. Fairburn, treasurer; 
Rev. George K. Graff, chairman Exec- 
utive Committee; Dr. G. K. Abbott, sec- 
reiary. Conatitution and bylaws 
Were adopted and the association is 
now ready to intelligently prosecute the 
work for which it was organised. 

A resolution was adopted thanking 
the newspapers of Los Ange-es, and 
particularly The. Times, for what they 
had done in the ranchers’ cause during 
the past week. 

The most interesting report was that 
of the Executive Committee to whom 
had been given the important work uf 
presenting to the people of Los Angeles 
the true facts with reference to the 
controversy over water righis, with a 
view to enlisting their support in the 
cause of the ranchers. The committee 
reported that a number of the prom!- 
nent men of the city had been ap- 
proached and given a statement show- 
ing the simple justice of what 
ranchers are striving for and without 
exception the more than 100 persons to 
whom the statement was presented, de- 
clared that they were opposed to the 
contmuation of the present litigation 
by the city. They promised to use ev- 
ery possible means to induce the city 
authorities to adjust the differences in 
some other manner than by appea! to 
the courts and in a manner just and 
equitable to the city and to the ranch- 
érs alike. The names of these citizens 
were read and the report of the com- 
mittee was approved with much en- 
thusiasm. The work in this direction 
will be continued. The committee has 
found that the Los Angeles peopie are 
impressed with the justice of the cause 
of the valley residents and it was 
stated that if the matter were left to 
a vote in Los Angeles, the city 
declare against continuing the present 
litigation.

BY COAL OIL. 


SERIOUS KINDLING ACCIDENT A 
SAN PEDRO. 


Attempt to Hurry the Fire for an 
Early Morning Breakfast is Fel- 
lowed by an Explosion Which 
Knocks Victim Down and 8Scorches 
Her Terribly—City Bonds. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 10.—Mrs. Sofia 
Mathlin, residing on Center street, be- 
tween First and Second, was perhaps 
fatally burned by an explosion of coal 
oi}- shortly after o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

She had arisen early to prepare 
breakfast for her husband, who is em- 
ployed on the steamer Cabrillo, and, 
desiring to hurry the fire, picked up a 
can of oil and started to pour it on the 
flame. 

An explosion followed which knocked 
Mrs. Mathlin down and. seriously 
burned her from the waist down and 
about the fa and hands. Her hus- 
band ran to her rescue and succeeded 
in dragging her to safety. The phy- 
siclan who attended her states that her 
condition is serious, as she only a few 
weeks ago gave birth to a child, and 
is not very strong. 

CITY BOND ELECTION.

‘This tallies exactly with the Mexi- 
can who Was seen here, but interest in 
the matter has been intensified by the 
Statement of Potts thai there was 4 
hole through the breast bone, which 
he believes was made by a bullet. <A 
thorough search of the surrounding 
ground was made but no clew to the 
man's identity was found nor any evi- 
dence to show how he met his death, 
A piece of cloth with twenty cents 
wrapped in it, was the only thing dis- 
covered. 

It was not until the bones had been 
Duried that the skull was found a hun- 
dred yards below, down the steep 
mountain side, where it had possibly 
been taken by coyotes. 

Potts declares that in his opinion the 
man was shot by some hunter who 
mistook the man’s movements in ine 
brush and thought it was a deer, and, 
realizing his mistake when too late, 
failed to report it. 

It is possible,

means, which only an examination can 
tell.

Lewis Boys Find “Mother” 
After Many Years. 


Good Memory. 


Home at Imperial. 


A pretty scene, one touched with a 
tender romantic interest, was enacted 
at La Grande station yesterday morn- 
ing on the arrival of one of the trains 
laden with eastern passengers. Among 
those who descended from the dusty 
sleepers was Mrs. William Lewis, an 
actress of the old days. She was met 
by her two sons, Frederick and Albert 
Lewis, who for seven years have been 
assiduousiy hunting for their mother 


East, and who had long since begun to 
fear that she had passed from their 
sight forever. 

Two months ago they found her 
through a chance acquaintance with 
Martin Alsop-s in San Francisco, at 
present playing at the Belasco Theater 
in this city. 

They immediately telegraphed to 
Brooklyn, N. Y., where Mrs. Lewis was 
then staying with two old people in a 
little house which they had rented; 
and the mother, as soon as arrange- 
ments could be made, started for the 
great West to be reunited with her 
boys. Yesterday they took her to their 
home near Imperial, and with them she 
will stay for the rest of her life. 

The story is one of extraordinary 
features. T&@m years ago the two sons, 
filled with the lust of the sea, shipped 
before the mast on a tramp merchant- 
man plying between San Francisco and 
the South Seas. Mrs. Lewis, who at 
that time was still filling small engage- 
ments in a professional capacity In the 
East. was taken with a stroke of 
apoplexy during one of their voyages. 
and was removed by friends who did 
not know the sons, to a sanitariun in 
the Adirondacks, where she remained 
two fullwears before she recovered the 
use of her mental faculties. 

SEARCH FOR MOTHER. 

Frederick and Albert Lewis, tired of 
their roving sea life, went into a small 
business in Melbourne, Austra‘ia, 
stayed there for six months, accumu- 
lated quite a little money. and came 
beck to America, around the Horn to 
New York City.

Santa Fe Finds a Way to 
Save Its Boilers. 


Chemical Plants That Take 
the Alkali Out.

More Than Forty Thousand 
Dollare A pplied. 


Alkali and all the destructve sedi- 
ments found tn the hard waters of the 
ar@é now eliminated under a 
new chemical process perfected by 
Chief Chemist W. A. Powers of the 
Santa Fé Rallroad, and ten plants 
bullt for this purpose at various water- 
ing stations are being put to use.

on engine boilers by hard waters. Tens 
of thousands of dollars have beeh lost 
because of the constant necessity of 
scraping and repairing the encrusted 
tubes of the bollers. Engines have 
gone dead in the middle of the desert 
and unaccountable delays and even 
wrecks have been caused by the use 
of the unsatisfactory water. 

It is believed that this has al) been 
s0.ved and that the engines now pass- 
ing through Arizona on the Santa Fé 


are being fed purer water than the peo- 


ple of most cities drink. More than 
$40,000 has been speat hy this railroad 
tn the last year for the installation of 
chemical water-softening plants and 
the method proved so _ satisfactory 
that it is probable the Santa 
Fé will adopt it wherever in the 
least necessary. -Pians are being made 
for a*chemical station In Los Angeles. 

“This is one of the niceties of rail- 
roading,” said an official of the Santa 
Fé yesterday in explaining the process. 
“It is one of those experiments whica 
hae proved highly successful and 
which wili cut down the expenses of 
bollor repat's to engines over 50 per 
cent. It has taken long months of 
hard testing, but the process has been 
perfected to such a fine point that the 
water now consumed by the engines in 
Arizona containg but two graine of al- 
kali per U. &. gallon, where it hed 
twenty-eight grains before being 
treated. 


“The method ts -very simple, but the. 


trick is in the treating. Lime ana soda 
ash mixed Mm ‘varying proportions ac- 
cord'ng to the chemica)] analysis of the 
water causes all the solids to precipi- 


tate, leaving the water pure and harm- 
less both to the engine or to the hu- 
man being should he drink it.” 

The plant shown in the accompany- 
ing cut is situated at Crozier and is 
knowr as the Kennicott plant. Inside 
the tower are a soda-mixing tank and a 
lime-mixing tank, the contents of 
which are drawn inte a 1500-gallon 
chemical-mixing tank, in quantities ac- 
cording to the heeds of the water to be 
treated. In the chemical-mixing tank 
the a. kali and al! other solids are pre- 
cipitated .o the bottom, where a thick 
heavy mass, like whitewash, is drawn 
off and dumped into the cafion. The 
water is then pumped into a large 
service storage tank, sixty feet high 
and twenty-six feet across, where it is 
drawn off for the engines by means of 
a floating spout’ which, taking the wa- 
ter always.from the top, insures it 
freedom from sediment. 

It has been figured that it costs, on 
an average, $750 each year to remove 
the scale from a locomotive boller us- 
ing hard water, and for the extra coal 
or ofl required to. make steam where 
hard water is used. This does not !n- 


clude the loss of earning capacity while~ 


the engine is idle undergoing repairs, 
nor the irreparable damage to the life 
of the locomotive from the corroding 
of the boiler. It is claimed that there 
will be no more yo of trains as a 
result of burnt-out ers. 

The engines of the Santa Fé have 
their boilers washed at the-end of ev- 
ery trip and the short time in which 
the processed water has been used 
shows a marked improvement im 
their condition. Two p‘ants are under 
construction, at Needles and Gallup. 
the work of installation on the western 
division_being in charge of Stein- 
mayer. who is assiatant to Chief Chem- 
ist. Powers of Topeka. The plants now 
operated are at Albuquerque, Isleta, 
Laguna, Grants, Bive Water, Pinta, 
Holbrook, Hackberry, Peach Springs 
and Richmond.

Schools Reach the Million 
Dollar Limit. 


Many Optional Courses in 
New Polytechnic. 


The influence of the digestive tabie.

teachers addressed by the school su- 
perintendents. 

“Laugh more,” said Mr. Monlux, the 
assistant superintendent.

The meeting was held in the High 
School auditorium. 

The proceedings were profound. A 
prettier bevy of girls has seldom been 
collected anywhere than these school 
maams.

It was the meeting for the publica- 
tion of necessary orders for the open- 
ing of the school year; the prevailing 
characteristics were shirt waists and 
flowered hats. 

Superintendent FPoshay made a witty 
and entertaining address, filled with 
good advice to teachers for the coming 
year. He told them to stop kicking 
at the pupils all the time and lend 
them encouragement ahd applause for 
their good work instead of fault finding 
for their bad. 

Mr. Monlux stated that the schools 
have now reached the $1,000,000 limit. 

“Next Monday we will start on our 
most stupendous undertaking. We - 
have approached the $1,000,000 limit. 
As our school system is rapidly in- 
creasing, we will have to soon increase 
even that limit.” 

Point was given to Mr. Monlux’s 
expansion remarks by the greatly in- 
creased number of teachers who at- 
tended this meeting.

BRIDGE 


OVER RIVER BEGUN. 


T Aliso street and the river scores 
of engineers, masons, cement men 
and day laborers have just com- 
menced the construction of the city’s 
finest bridge. It will be rushed to com- 
pletion as rapidly as possible, but just 
the length of time the work will re- 
quire the contractors are unable to 


“The new structure will be an all-steel 
affair, and a model of its kind. It is 
the joint venture of the Pacific Electric 
Rallway and the municipality, for both 
are to be sharers in its benefits. 

It will be approximately 310 feet long 
and a \little over 67 feet wide. The 
railway tracks—two of them—are to 
be located in the center of the way, 
and for its passage the Huntington 
road wil] have a path 27 feet in width. 
On either side of this lies a 2-foot 
highway path. There will be accom- 
modations for pedestrians, so that they 
wil) neither be run over by the cars 
nor run down by horses and buzz- 
wagons. 

This new bridge is going to cost the 
city about $60,000-—$59.1901 was Contrac- 
tor Leonardt’s exact bid. An itemized 
list of the division of the expense is. 
interesting to an outsider—some of it 


runs this way: For the removal of the 

resent highway bridge the city will 

ar 100 per cent. of the cost; for pile 
driving the city will pay 58.4 per cent.: 
for concrete work, 61 per cent.: for 
steel in construction, 46 per cent.;: lum- 
ber, 100 per cent. The Pacific. Electric 
Railway, of course, is to take the other 


fraction. 


The new span across the big dry 
river was designed by Assistant En- 
gineer Wheeler of the Pacific Electric 
Railway forces, City Engineer Stafford 
merely approving his work. The bridge 
is the pet project of the great interur- 
ban system, which intends to heartily 
cotiperate with the city in its build- 
ing. Concrete abutments and trestle- 
work will be rising in the air in a few 


weeks.

Mr. Bettinger said that these “un-

Mr. Bettinger stated that a primary 
ungraded class has been established in —__ 
the Boyd-street school, which will take 
ungraded pupils from the Avhole city, 
“until the class is full, and when it is 
full the teacher may wish she had 
never been born.” 

Mr. Bettinger exptained interestingly 
that in the primary grades some chil- 
dren, although of bright mind, find it a 
herd jolt to change from the childhood 
methods of absorbing ideas by the ear. 
to the eye and printed page. 

While principal of the  Thirtieth- 
street school, Mr. Bettinger made him- 
seif considerable fame by his original 
methods of dealing with refractory 
boys; his methods are beginning to tell 
no-~y in his present larger fie!4. 

THE NEW POLYTECHNIC, 

Los Angeles school children who en- 
ter the public schools tomorrow morn- 
ing will have an opportunity for the 
first time in this city of entering a poly- 
technic high school. The new buildings 
which are being erected near Grand 
avenue and Washington - street, will 
probably not be completed for several 
months, and until they are no courses 
in the mechanical departments of the 
school can be offered. But all the other 
departments of the school will be run- 
nins full blast tomorrow morning in 
the building formerly occupied by the 
Commercial High School. 

The most important department of 
the new schoo! will be the science de- 
partment. Chemistry and its applica- 
tions, physics and its applications, in- 
cluding electricity, and all the other 
sciences usually taught in scientific 
high schools, will receive mafch atten- 
tion. 

* The modern languages, French, Ger- 
man and Spanish, will, In a large meas- 
ure, take the place of the classical lan- 
guages, Latin and Greek. But courses 
will also be offered in Latin for the ac- 
commodation of pupils who intend to 
enter departments of the university in 
which Latin is required for admission. 

All of the English work required for 
admission to the State University will 
be given, besides a large amount of ad- 
ditional work of a more practical na- 
ture. Mathematics, including algebra 
and geometry, history, echanical 
drawing—in short, all of e courses 
required for admission to the State 
University in any of its departments __ 
except the classical, will be offered in 
Los Angeles’ new Polytechnic High 
School. 

One of the features of the new school 
is to be the large number of optional 
courses. Only one subject, English, is 
required of all pupils. From the large 
number of courses offered, each pupil 
wil. then be permitted, under the guid- 
ance of the teachers, to select whatever 
studies he wishes to pursue. It will 
thue be possible for him to choose 
courses that will admit him to the 
State University without examination, 
ér to choose other courses that do not 
lead to the universitly, but which fits 
hirn in the best possible way for the life 
he is to follow.

shop, proved an abortive failure. 
Every other attempt to make capital 
against the President on account of 
the labor question is destined likewise 
to prove abortive; for the people of 
the United States (including the mem- 
bera of trades unions,) know that the 
President is inepired by the most con- 
scientious of motives, and that he will 
siand by the principles which he tn- 


dorses, no matter what may happen, 


_ In its last analysis, the so-called 
bor question resolves itself principally 
into a question as to whether the laws 


of the land are to be enforced or not. 


. The closed shop idea, if enforced, 
would violate the Constitution of the 
United States, the Constitutions of 


nearly every State in the Union, the 


Federal statutes, and the statutory 


_ laws of most of the States. Enforce 


these laws, which guarantee to all cith& 


zens the fundamental rights of life, 

liberty and property, and the labor 
question will be practically settled. 

Every citizen has a right to life, unless 
he forfeits that right to the State. 
Every citizen has a right to lfberty 
unless he commits a crime for which 
the State, for the general good, de- 
prives him of liberty, And every citt- 
zen has a right to acquire and hold 
property, or to dispose of the game, 
provided he does these things in a 
lawful manner. . 

A man's labor is his property, as much 
as is his house, his working tools, or 
any other thing that is his. No or- 
, Banization of men outside of the gov- 
_ @fmment has, or can acquire, a right 
to deprive any person or persons of life, 
liberty or property rights, arbitrarily 
and without due process of law. La- 
bor unions’ deliberately violate the laws 
ef the land in these respects. They 
Geprive other men of lifeysby violence: 
they deprive men of liberty and of 
property rights when they take from 
them the right to sell their labor as 
they please. 

The closed shop is a synonym for 
lawleseness and injustice. The open 
shop is a synonym for justice and for 
guaranteed rights realized. In the na- 
ture of things the President of the 
United States, representing all the 
people of the United States, and not a 
mere class, must stand for the open 
shop. Otherwise he would be a con- 
fessed advocate and exemplar of a 
class distinction of the most offensive 
kind, a violator of the laws, both con- 
Stitutional and satutory, and a man 
unworthy of the office of President. 

The more intelligent men among 
labor unionists know these things. 
Zhey know that the unions have no 
Mixht, legal or moral, to insist that non- 
tunton men shall be shut out from em- 
ployment. They know that if tne 
closed shop idea were carried to its 
ultimate deduction, every workingman 
in the country would be compelled to 
join a union or starve. They know 
that the American people, when they 
come to understand the truth of this 
matter, will condemn the closed shop 
with practical unanimity, as they 
would condemn any other colossal 
wrong. For these reasons, when the 
President declared emphatically for the 
open shop, in the Government Printing 
Office éase, unionites showed very little 
disposition to argue the question, feel- 
ing conscious that they were on the 
losing side. 

Laboring men, whether they belong 
to unions or not, will vote directly 
against their own best interests when- 
ever they vote against the Republican 
national ticket or against Republican 
nominees for Congress. From 1894-95 to 
1904 is not a long period, and few wage 
earners now living can fail to remem- 
ber the “hard times” which they were 
forced to endure under the Cleveland 
régime. In striking contrast to the 
hardships, due to lack of employment, 
during the last years of President 
Cleveland's second administration, was 
the reawakening of industries all over 
the country, which began almost im- 
mediately after the fact became cer- 
tainly known that William McKinley 
had been elected President with a Re- 
puolican Congress to support his poli- 
cies, Which were so well known that 
there Was no need to explain them. 
The widespread prosperity which has 
continued with hardly an interruption 
since the ushering in of/the McKinley 
régime, in 1897, ought to convince 
every wage earner in the land thit his 
interests lie clearly in the direction of 
doing all in his power to continue tn 
control of the government, the party, 
and the peliicies that brought about 
these improved conditions—conditions 


which have benefited the wage earner 
more than any other class of citizens.

A recent issue of Leslie's Weekly 
contained an article written by the

: I am just as much opposed to 
Booker Washington's, with all his An- 
glo-Saxon retnforcements, voting as I 
am to voting by the cocoanut-headed, 
chocolate-colored typical Little coon, 
Andy Dotson, who blacks my shoes 
every morning. Neither one is fit to 
perform the supreme functions of cit!- 
zenship. Some people may say that 
that is prejudice. It may be. But it 
is a wise prejudice, founded upon the 


experience of all the ages.’ 

Without stopping to discuss the un- 
reasonableness, the narrowness, and 
the utter wrong of this and other out- 
bursts of like nature from Mr. Varda- 
man, it is of some interest in connec- 
tion with the pending campaign to note 
the effects produced by these outgiv- 
ings. It is hardly necessary to say 
that these effects are not of a kind 
calculated to help the political party 
to which Vardaman professes alle- 
giance, His unwarranted and brutal at- 
tacks upon the President and the 
President's mother, to which reference 
has heretofore been made in these 
columns, have caused widespread in- 
dignation and disgust in the North, 
and even in the South his extremist 
views find littie endorsement among 
the better class of people. 

In the North, the extreme and brutal 
sentiments expressed by Vardaman 
have had the effect of increasing and 
consoljffating the enthusiagm for 
Roosevelt. The inexcusable attack by 
Vardaman upon the President's mother 
is deeply resented by the women of the 
North.

of his midshipman’s uniform, young 
Earle is rejoicing that he has emerged 
from the chrysalis “plebe,” and is now 
in the “youngster” class, as the boys in 
the second year are termed. 
While going to the High School here 
young Earle was quite a popular stu- 
dent, but he didn't quite know what 
he was “going up against” at Annapo- 
lis. Dim ideas of plenty of hard work, 
with tossings in blankets and other 
piayful tricks at the hands of students, 
flitted through his mind. But he was 
pieasantiy undeceived. 
“Hazing is out of fashion at the 
academy.” he said yesterday, “and 
though one class held out for a little 
while for the old order it was brought 
to terms. Capt. W. H. Bronson is the 
superintendent, and he refused to tol- 
erate hazing In any shape. The class 
that thought it knew better than he 
did refused to give full adherence to the 
new rules, and seon discovered that it 
was getting the worst of it. This class 
had extra drills, and after the ordinary 
routine for the day was over, a five- 
mile march was not calculated to make 
the obstreperous feel happy. To settle the 
matter, guards were placed at night so 
that the class couldn't do any mischief. 
“In short order that class experienced 
a change of heart, and now the ‘plebes’ 
have only to face the usual unwritten 
rules that they be filled with a due re- 
spect for the first and second classmen. 
and sink into the ground when they see 
a first-class man coming along the cor- 
ridor. 

“You know,” said Earle, “the first- 
class men are cadet officers, as such 
are privileged to carry a sword, and 
altogether are the dons of the acad- 
emy. 

In the month of June the boys of the 
naval academy went on the usual an- 
nual crhise on the coast squadron made 
up of the monitors Arkansas, Nevada 
and Florida, the battleships Massachu- 
Betts and Texas, the cruleers Hartford 
and Chesapeake and seven  torpedo- 
boat destroyers. NRear-Admiral Sands 
was in command of the squadron, and 
flew his flag. from the Texas. 

“To me,” said young -Karie, “the 
most interesting part of the cruise was 
when we sailed to the torpedo station 
at Newport, R. L. The first and second 
classes were especiaily dgtailed there, 
and they also had details in the tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, but we young- 
sters also had some preliminary study 
along the line of explosives. The tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, too, were used as 
dispatch boats, and the classmen hav- 
ing details aboard them had, perhaps, 
the hardest and most interesting work. 
“After a nearly three months’ cruise 
we were all glad to get back. Though 
the discipline at the academy is strict, 
there is plenty of opportunity for fun. 
The night before going ashore all the 
fellows armed themselves with tin pails 
and any instruments of torture they 
could. find handy. Then when the bugle 
sounded taps we all pounded as hard 
as we could, furnishing rather excru- 
ciating echoes to the bugle notes. But 
the officers were all politely deaf to the 
racket, and our last night on shipboard 
was celebrated in the ways hallowed 
by tradition. Practical joking, pillow 
fights and the usual rough-and-tumble 
fu marked the ending of the cruise. 
And then every one was off for the 
summer vacation, save the last batch 
of ‘plebes,” who arrived at the acad- 
emy in June, and who will have no 
holiday until next year.”

FRANK AND MANLY TALK. 

Enthusiastic cheers were brought 
forth at the meeting of the Davenport 
Fair Play Club held last night at its 
headquarters on Central avenue, near 
Ad@aris street, as Councilman Daven- 
port in a straightforward, manly way 
told of his stand on various questions 
in the City Council proceedings.

his work for the mutual! interests of 
the community, and there is no doubt 
it was a vote-maker for the Sixth 
Ward representative. 

Mr. Daveaport took up, item by liem, 
the various charges brought against 
him by the trouble-makers who are 
seeking to defeat him for reé@lection. 
He reviewed his career as a business 
man, and the reasons which led him to 
enter the councilmanic race, and then 
gave a brief review of the matters 
which by his >fforts had been of ben- 
efit to the city and especially to the 
Sixth Ward. 

The abuses o' the garbage contract 
were correctéd through his efforts; and 
the large proportion of public street 
lights seeured for the ward by this 
Councilman also brought forth appre- 
bation, The extension of oiled ®treets 
io many parts of the ward; the aban- 
donment of Kohler street proceedings 
ut the request of the Councilman, ani 
similar e¢ases, were cited. Then Mr. 
Davenport gave a resumé of his work 
in getting the City Council to adopt a 
system of ordering supplies for the 
city offices by requisition, and dectuved 
that by the close of the first twelve 
months in which this system is in ope- 
ration the city would, have saved 
enough on its supplies (9 more than 
ray the salary of all the c’ty Councti- 
men. The saving effected will reach 
probably $15,000, “I take some credit to 
myself for the main features of this 
work,” sail Mr. Davenpo:i, ‘‘and I am 
working tolay as earnestiy for the in- 
terests of the Sixth Ward as I have 
ever done during my term of office.’ 

His vote on the slaughter-house or- 
dinance was fully discussed, and he 
showed that while act'ng conscien- 
in usly for what he believed wou. 
to the imtecesis of the ward, whe. he 
discovered that the packing-house wus 
to be in really a slaughter-house, re 
at once irtrotuced the 
which prevailed ind

At 
4:30 ovwlock the special was again 
boarded and a short run was made io 
the swiftiy-grown city of Dolgeville, 
Where lines of neat homes and morcha- 
dise stores form the nucleus of what is 


to become the manufacturing city of! 
Southern California. Turning torta 
again, the party was whirled away 
over the Monrovia division to ine 


branch extending to Pasadena, where 
the loop was made back to Los An- 


geles. 

There is nothing pretentious about 
the felt plant. Everything is plain, 
clean and roomy. The large floor 


spaces are not partitioned off into sep- 
arate cubby-holes, but rooms are 
formed by short partitions which admit 
excellent ventilation. About thres 
hundred men and women are employed 


in the proces#ing of the wool, aud the 
factory is running full blast. Two 
enermous buildings are in use. The 
company plans expansion and two 


hundred additional employés will go to 
work in a few months.’ 

Under the guidance of Alfred Dolge 
and his son, Fritz, the work was traced 


from the raw weel, through the mauy 
processing machines to the finished 
shoes; cloth patterns and piano felts 
All the machinery is new and of the 
very laiest type, much being of Alfr / 
Doige’s invention and not yet inirs 
duced in eastern factories. All of the 


machinery was made in the shop on 
the ground and in the shop of the Axei- 
son Machine Company of Los Angeles, 
In speaking of the advantages ‘for 
the manufacturing of woolen goods in 
Southern California in comparison with 
existing conditions east ef the Rocky 
mountains, Alfred Dolge said: “We ore 
located. in the micst @f the wool belt. 
Southern Californian, Arizona and Texas 
produce the best felting wools in the 
world. We buy our wool] at first hand 
from the grow “rs, at a saving of from 
“5 to 4° per cent. and we have the pick 
of such wools best sifited to our d-- 
mands. The climate permits of erying 
ans ai the same time bleaching wool In 
the open, thus retaining the natural 
elasticity in the wool, which aids in 
the production of superior goods as 
against the steam drying process uni- 
versally used in colder climates, 
“I am certain that Southern ¢ 
fornia is destined to draw bis manu- 
factories because of its naturel possi- 
bilities for maximum output at a imini- 
mum cost, Already | have recived 
several inquiries from knit goods com- 
panies of the Eust, among thei being 
u big hosiery concern. People in the 
East doubt the cheapness of labor here 
but I find that labor in Southern ¢ ali- 
fornia is just as cheap as it is on the 
other side of the Rocky mountains. It 
costs one-sixth the amount for fuel 
that it does in the East, the h» ating of 
the factory being unnec essary as the 
temperature is nearly the same every 
month in the year. We estimate that 
it will cost not over $5000 per year to 
supply our 150,000 square feet of factory 
floor space with all the live steam and 
heat required, because we can dry and. 
bleach ovr wool and felts with the aid 
of the sun and our dry atmosphere. In 
New York this factory wouid consume 


[from $25,000 to $20,000 annually for live 


team and heating. 
“Operatives in this factory can and 
do produce from 10 to 20 per cent. more 
work because of the even climate, 
which is Invigorating, and never causes 
that laggard, tired feeling from which 
eustern mill operatives stffer so much. 
especially during sultry days. Nor do 
the operatives lose from one to two 
hours every day during winter, before 
they get warmed up to do efficient 
work, as is the case in almost every 
mill in the East. 
“These are facts which I have arrived 
at after careful and thorough investi- 
gation. There is no barrier in freight 
charges for the products of this cliss 
of manufacture, For example: It takes 
four pounds of wool to make one pound 
of felt. To ship the wool] East would 
vost 2 cents a pound, to ship the feit 
costs one cent a pound: we have. there- 
fore, saved seven cents by malting the 
finished article here over sending the 
wool to an eastern mill for working.

Belittles San Juan Heroes in Cam- 
paign Speech—Alice Roosevelt's 
Name is Dragged Into Issue—Tar- 
iff and the Precident Chief Themes 
of Evening Discourse. 


Three hundred and’ sixty-three men 
and women comprised the tbin = au- 
gathered in Elks’ Hall last nignt 
to certify the formal opening of the 
Democratic national campaign. Mil-

E. Gibbon arranged the fuse, former 
Judee James G. Maguire of San Fran- 
cisco applied the match, John W. 
Mitchell contributed a pleased smile, 
and six lroquois braves furnished the 
necessary detonation, with occasional 
echoes emanating from th: boot-heels 
of a portion of the other 55; persons In 


ihe hall, among whom Jimothy Spell-

Two errors the bad taste of which not 
all] the apology of voice or subtlety of 
words could cloak. 

IGNORANT OF BUSINESS. 

“The Democratic patty,” said Judge 
Maguire, “is not a business party. It 
is not in_ politics for business; but for 
the purpose of maintaining human 
liberty and individual rights. In a 
recent campaign address Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw boasted of the 
ability of the Republican party as a 
business party. and derided the Deno- 
cratic party for its lack of business 
sense. Tom Reed was given to the 
same boast. During, the fight on tne 
Wilson Tariff Bill in the lower house 
of Congress he declared that because 
the Democrats did not get together and 
agree on the details and schedule of 
ihat tarif! measure, instead of fighting 
over it on the floor, they were less 
capable of self-government than the 
Republicans—who ‘fixed’ things in the 
committee-room of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, and then came inte 
the House prepared to put the business 
through. 3 

“That very policy of fixing’ things In 
committee-room is representative of 
the attitude of the Republican party 
on the tariff question. The Republican 
party, as | had occasion to contend at 
the time of _ the Wilson controversy, 
regards the mission of the tariff to be 
not the raising of revenue for the ad- 
ministration of the government, but to 
promote private business interests, the 
shares of private gain being regulated 
and represented by the adjustment of 
the achedule. This the Republican 
party has the boldness to term a ‘tariff 
for protection.’ For protection of what, 
I ask?—of whom? Of home industries? 
of the people? No! for the protection 
of trust monopolies and of the few who 
share the emoluments of unjust and 
iniquitous monopoly as against the 
many who do not share." 

Touching on “impertalism.” Judge 
Muguire asseverated that the “Repub- 
lican party is holding 10,000,000 inhabit- 
ants of the Philippine Islands in sub- 
jugation to a set of commissioners | 
who are the personal representatives 
of His Imperial Majesty the President 
of the United States." And he fol- 
lowed this up by saying: 

“No wonder King Edward of Eng- 
land thought the American Princess, 
Miss Alice Roosevelt, should be re- 
ceived at his coronation with the same 
distinction as though her rank were 
that of a Princess of Europe! She is 
an estimable young woman, but ——" 


NO PRAISE FOR HEROES. 


In decrying the maintenance of a 
large standing army, Mr. Maguire 
sald: 


“It is against the polity of this re- 
and dangerous to public peace, 
to maintain a standing army of 100,000 
men. Place such a mighty tederal arm 
in the control of an unsafe admints- 
tration, and who shall say that some 


President of these United States may 


not prove to be anoth®r Napoleon 
who will take the saddle and turn the 
bayonets of the army against the peo- 
ple of the land?” [Loud applause.} 

Referring to the President's military 
record, the speaker said: “I don't 
think the Rough Riders accomplished 
as much as Was expected of them, but 
undoubtedly they did as well as they 
could under the circumstances. But 
that ‘famous’ charge up San Juan Hill, 
which Mr. Roosevelt: is so fond 
of telling us, wasn't a circumstance 
compared to Gen. Nelson A. Miles’s 
charge at Littl Round Top in the 
battle of Gettysburg—and Roosevelt is 
the man who slighted Miles.” 

‘me hundred and fifty Democrats sat 
down with ex-Judge Maguire at a ban- 
quet at Levy's after the meeting.

LAINDON, Aug. 27.—Folk in America 
who believe themselves entitled to for- 
sunes in this country will be interest- 
ed to hear that according to returns 
made during the Parlinmentary ses- 
Sion jugt closed there is now over $321,- 
we.000 in the hands of the British gov- 
erninent, awaiting lawful claimants. 
There is smal! lIikelihaod, however. 
thai any considerable portion of it 
Wil) ever find its way Into the pockets 
of the Jatter, 

This vast sum is retained by the 
crown Officials because those to whom 
It belongs have not succeeded in prov- 
ing their claims to it to the law's satis- 
faction, or, ignorant of what its due 
them, have not put in any claims for 
it. To ge: the government to give up 
money it has once got a tignt grip 
on is a very difficult and cosily mat- 
ter. For a poor claimant without the 
means of defraying the lega! expenses 
the chances of obtuining restitution 
are well nigh hopeless. 
lt is perhaps, therefore, just as 
well for their peace of mind that hun- 
dreds of poor people scatlered over the 
world have no knowledge that in the 
british treasury are large fortunes to 
which they are entitled—provided they 
can prove it. If they knew It and un- 
dertovk to prove it, in the great mua- 


jority of cases it would simply result 
in the lawyers getting what little 
money they have. Meanwhile the gov- 
erpiment dees not advertise for claim- 
ants to any portion of the colossal 
3eard in its treasury. 
In the great morgue of litigation and 
“expectations” —chancery--funds and 
‘states aggregating in value $273,612.- 
805 are now tied up. But as a fund is 
not considered unclaimed unti) it -has 
_ been in court undealt with for fifteen 
years, it is impossible to estimate the 
propertion of this colossal sum which 
belongs to missing owners. It is cer- 
tain, though, that most of them will 
never get a penny of it. Funds in 
chancery in Irelangd amount to $24,- 
$92,505. of which the same statement is 
equally true. 
All government stock and ividends 
unclaime] for ten years are trans- 
ferred to the nationa! debt commis- 
sioners. On March 31, last. the bal- 
ance on this account amounted to §5,- 
785.585, which does not include sums 
previously appropriated by the gov- 
ernment. In 1863, for instance, Mr. 
Giadsione canceled $15,000,000 of uf- 
claimed stock. It is amazing how re- 
miss people are in elaiming dividends, 
consols and other government invest- 


nearly $600,000. The consolidated fund 
holds nearly $200,000, representing in- 
terest on South Sea stock paid to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer between 
1845 and 1852, which has never been 
claimed. 

People who die intestate bring con- 
siderable money to the crown as well 
as profit to the lawyers. On December 
31, last, there remained in the hands of 
the treasury $652,435 froni intestates’ 
estates of which the crown’'s share 
amounted to over $75,000. 

Some people are still seeking to ret 
a share of the property left by Mrs. 
Helen Blake. who died intestate in 
1875. In addition to considerable reai 
estate she left personalty of the value 
of $720,000. For the benefit of such 
claimants it should be stated that they 
have pot the ghost ef a chance of get- 


ting anything. for by an order of the 

~ eourt, dateds 1888, the crown was de- 
clared entiiled to the estates, and ap- 
propriated them. 

In Scotland intestates’ estates 
awaiting claimants amount to over 
$175,000, of which the crown has a grip 
on $75,000,

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9 —The pre- 
diction of my letter last week that 
Mike Coffey, who owns a number of 
hacks, would try to break the seitle- 
ment of the hackmen’'s atrike, has been 
verified. Coffey was making money 
fast while the strike was on. When 
the strike was settled last week on 
terms that satisfied the striking driv- 


coming of the Knights Templars pre- 
sented such an opportunity, and thes 


knew that a large number of hacks 
would be in demand every day. if 
they could force the owners to com 
to terms by using the Tempiars for a 
lever, they were perfectiv willing to 


cdo it regardiess of the injury it would 
do the city 

As an evidence of how little the la 
bor administration cares for the good 
name of the city, or for the approval 
of the people, the Board of Public 
Works is now flaunting In the eves of 
the public a most pueriie affront to 
the citizens of San Francisco 

When the Board of Works tried to 
misuse public funds without the sanc 
tion of law the Board of Supervisors 
declined to be a party to the steal 
and refused to sanction tills that 
were clearly outside the province of 
the Works Board. The one safeguard 
the city hase agains: wholesale robbery 
is the Board of Supervisors, and that 
body held up the bills of the Board 
of Works for illegal expenditures

ers, Coffey announced what he knew | 
to be a falsehood—that if the carriage- 


owners did not comply with the terms 
of the agreement there would be an- 
other strike. 


The terms specified that the men 


could come back to work at their old | 


wages, but that the owners would have 
“open shop.” All the old men who 
were needed would be employed, but 
those whe were obnoxious to the em- 
ployers would get no work. It was a 
surrender on the part of the backmen, 
and was so understood by hackmen 
as wel] as by the employers 

But Coffey and Jim Bowlen, bis lieu- 
tenant, were making too much money 
out of the misfortune of the other 
drivers to give up such a soft thing. 
so they gave out a wrong impression 
of conditions on which the settlement 
was based, and now they are trying to 
bring about more trouble. 

But the hackmen who have secured 
their old jobs are so glad to be work- 
ing that they will have nothing to do 
with the new difficulty. They say 
they have had all the i!dleness they 
want, and if Coffey and the hackmen 
who can't get their old jobs want to 
strike they can do it, but so far as 
they are concerned they are glad to 
be at work and will not leave their 
jobs again. The stables are run on 
the open shop basis. and the men who 
are now driving are willing to work 
any old way so long as their families 
are no longer suffering for the neces- 
sities of life. T 

RULED BY SOCIALISTS. 

The whole trouble is that the hack- 
men's union and the  stablemen’'s 
union are ruled by certain Socialists 
who do not care a rap for the work- 
men so icng as they can run things to 
suit themselves. Coffey and Bowlen 
are men who look out only for their 
own pockets, and when they found fiat 
the settlement of the strike cut off 
their graft they set about getting 
things back to the troublous stage as 
quickly as possible. 

In thie they received the backing 
of the Socialistic members of the fa- 
bor Council, and when the Executive 
Committee of that body saw a chance 
to bring about more trouble they 


giadly grasped the opportunity. The 


advantage of the presence of a large 
number of visitors during the con 
clave of the Knights Templars to doa 
most despicable bit of politica. Money 
that should have been expended in 
the repair of streets has been misap 
propriatea and used for other ,ut poses 
and the streets have been pe mitted 
to get Into a terrible state Then in 
order to force the Supervisors § to 
come to terma with the Works Board.

A letter was sent to the Templars 
telling them that the barricade wouid 
be removed on the day of the big 
parade. Right here ie where a scheme 
of retaliation on the Bu!!dine Trades 
Counc!) developed The Labor Coun- 
cil did rot hold a Labor Day parade 
this year because it was found that 
the showing would be so small as to 
bring the organization into disrepute 
But the Bullding Trades Council’, 
which has lost none of its member. 
ship. hai decided that a parade would 
be the proper thing in order to show 
that while the Labor Council unions 
had fallen off the unions belonging to 
the building trades were al! still work- 
ing. This parade was held last Mon- 
day, but the barricades which were re- 
moved for the Templars were not 
taken down for the parade of the 
unions which do not stand in with the 
Schmitz administration. 

There was absolutely no necessity 
for the barricade at all. The street is in 
no worse condition than it has been in 
for mans months. But the opportunity 
to injure the city could not be passed 
by the labor administration. 

UNION MEN SLAVES. 

That the members of unions are 
slaves to the walking delegates was 
well illustrated this week in the case 
of the drivers of the bakery wagons 
of Swain'’s bakery. Men who work for 
bakeries and similar houses are not 
permitted to eat their meals in the 
houses where they are employed. The 
rules of the union have compelled the 
drivers of Swain’s. wagons to go else- 
where t satisfy their hunger, put

SWEEPING decree 
A Pittsbursn District 

Carpenters’ Local, No. 600, was 
handed down recently at Butler, Pa., 
by Judge Galbreath. It ‘es the out- 
growth of the recent carpenters’ 
strike against Purvis & Co., in which 
an injunction was issued. The strik- 
ers filed exceptions, which are over- 
ruled, and the defendants ordered to 
pay $1770 to the plaintiffs, besides the 
cost of the case. By the decree the 
defendants are forbidden “to request 
that customers have their work done 
in union mills in preference to mills of 


the defendants.” 
“To conspire or attempt to interfere 


by intimidating or attempting to in- 
timidate by express, or !mplied, or di- 
rect or indirect threats of injury to 
business of plaintiff's customers 

“To send out any notice that plain- 
tiffs are under the ban of union car- 
penters. 

“To enforce the rule of 
forbidding members of the union 
handle non-union mill work. 

“To enforce rules existing or that 
may hereafter be adopted which would, 
by coercion of the unlon men, inter- 
fere with the plaintiff's business. 

“To issue union labels to mills in 
the Pittsburgh jurisdiction for the 
purpose of interfering with the plain- 
tiff's business.”

BIG PAY FOR THE 
UNIONS OFFICERS. 


W tien and others have 
often asked the question, “Does 
unionism pay?” There can be 
no. doubt that it pays the “leaders’— 
the fortunate officeholders. Of course, 
the workingmen have to go down deep 
into their pockets and bring forth the 
cash to satisfy their “leaders,” the 
men who lead them into trouble only. 

The Chicago Post gives some _  in- 
teresting figures from the last report 
of the treasurer of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, and says: 

“Among the expenses of operating 
the machinery of the great organiza- 
tion ot drivers the most interesting 
are the ‘salary and expense’ accounts. 

“C. Fk. O'Neill, a vice-president, drew 
$4293.51 in July for salary and ex- 
penses. He leads them al). He re- 
ceived more than Internationa! Pres- 
ident Shea, who drew only $215 in the 
pleasant month of July. 

“F._A. Markey, another vice-presi- 
dent. received in the same month 
$271.30 from the rich coffers of the 
teamsaters. 


“George Innis, traveling auditor, | 


was paid $257.50. Charles Robb, an- 
other one of the numerous vice-pres- 
idents, found labor leading much 
more profitable in July even’ than 
driving a coal wagon. He took down 


only $195, however. Other accounts 
are as follows: 

“Samuel Johnson, vice-president, 
$204.7v. 

“J. B. Fitzpatrick, vice-president, 
$206. 

“N.*W. Evans, organizer, $258. 

“It is difficult for union teamsters 


to understand why statesmen are 60 
unwilling to become Vice-President 
of the United States. They have 
learned that vice-presidents have a 
good thing in. their organization, ana 
it is the ambit*»n of every organizea 
driv.r some day to have a ‘salary and 
expense’ account as a vice-president 
of the union. 

“While vice-presidents of the driv- 
ers are as obscure a8 any vice-presi- 
dent, they sit in the ‘International 
Executive Board, which appropriates 
money for the conduct of the organi- 
zation. 

“They are convinced, according to 
all reports. that unionism pays, ana 
pays ‘big.’”

The Brooklyn Eagle quotes the 
words of prominent unionists to show 
that they are now forced to admit the 
insufficiency of unionism's two princi- 
pal weapons, the strike and the boy- 
cou. The astonishing statement that 
s'rikes and boycotts are no longer ef- 
fective weapons in the hands of (rades- 
unions was made recentiy by several 
speakers at a@ complimentary dinner 
given by the Central Federated Union 
of Manhattan and the Central Labor 
Union of Brooklyn to John Z. White, 
the noted labor leader, of Chicago. 
The dinner was given as a sort of a 
peace pipe between the iwo great cen- 
tral bodies. Besides dectaring, or rath- 
er peenttt ing, that strikes and boycotts 
had outlived the'r usefulness, al! of the 
their every energy to 
awaken the unioniste present to re- 
newed efforta. “We see defeat star- 
ing us tm coe face” was the burden of 
their speeches. “The employers have 
<elzed our own weapons and are using 
them against us,” several of the speak- 
ers declared. The Eagle's report of the 
dinner and speeches wes in part as fol- 
lows 

John Sherwin Crosby was the first on 
the programme. He spoke on “The 
Oven Shop.” He eald tn the beginning 
that he knew very litule of hia subject. 
He said there was too much friction in 
labor-union circles. 

NO LONGER EFFECTIVE. 

Miss Annie C. Patterson, president 
of the Brooklyn Woman's Federation, 
spoke on “What Women Can Do to Ad- 
vapce the Trade-Union Movement.” 
She sald the reason strikes and boy- 
cotts were not effective any more was 
because the wives of the unlonists do 
pot demand the union label. 

“Strikes and boycotts are no longer 
the successes they once were,” she said. 
“You are loath to admit It, but it is 
ao, nevertheless.” She exhorted the 
women to stand true to their husbands’ 
and brothers’ interests. 

ALLIED WITH SOCIALISM. 

Morris Brown spoke on “Socialism 
and Trades-unionism.” He said that 
when the people said the Socialists 
were the enemies of organized labor 
they said what was not true. 

He said Socialists were organized in 
the interesta of the laboring 
and that when the laboring people re- 
fused to support the Socialist ticket on 
election day they w®fe as bad as the 
worst “scab.” 

Mr. Brown stated that organized cap- 
tal Was prostituting the courts; it 
was using its power at the ballot box. 
Organized labor should use the same 
weapons if it wished to be successful.

THE ARBITRATION PLAN 
“The arbitration agreement or plan 
provides tor the settlement of all die- 


putes between employer and employé 
by arbitration, with an agreement to 
abide by the result of the arbitration, 
and an agreement to work and be em- 
ployed pending the arbitration, the 
purpose of the agreement being, if pos- 
sible, to guard against and prevent 


sympathetic strikes and lockouts oc- 
curring. @ most commendable under- 
‘aking, because if faithfully and hon- 


estiy lived up to by both sides, there 


bever would be a strike or lock out. 
“It is the duty of the court, as well 
as its pleasure, to enforce its pro- 


visions if the law permite. 

“This particular form of action, and 
the relief sought, is entirely new. My 
afteniion las not been called to any 
cases anywhere of similar character, so 
in its decision | must epply the general 


principles common to all actions in 
equity, and applicable to contracte. 
WHAT EMPLOYERS CLAIM. 

“In justification of their action, the 


employers claim that the workmen, by 
quitting their work on certain bulld- 
ings without resorting to arbitration, 
and without any good cause, relieved 
them from any obligation, legal or 
mora!. to live up to their agreement 
not to stop work and not to discharge 
their workmen. The tile layers say 
the differences which caused them to 
strike could not be arbitrated, and their 
only effectual remedy was by leaving 
their work, as they did. It is not nec- 
essary in the decision of this action, 
for me to say which claim is right. 

“In my opinion, the arbitration plan 
or agreement is not enforcible by this 
action, or by any other. I can no more 
give the plaintiff the relief asked for 
than I could compel them to go back 
and continue work on the jobs they 
quit in Manhattan, if the empioyers 
were asking for such a decree in a suit 
brought by them. 

“It je well settled that an employer 
has a right to employ and discharge 
anyone he pleases, and a workman 
may work, or refuse to work, at will. 
(Protective National Association of 
Steam Fitters vs. Canning; 170 N. Y., 
215; 53 Appellate Division, 227.) 

NOT BINDING ON INDIVIDUALS. 

“The agreement is not a mutual or 
reciprocal one; there is no provision in 
it for its enforcement, and is no euch 
contract as the law will enforce, and is, 
therefore, worthless so far as this ac- 
tion is concerned. It has no binding 
force on individuals. To be at all ca- 


pable of enforcement, by a decree for a 


specific performance of any of its pro- 
visions, it should be capable of a con- 
struction that would fully and = ade- 


quately protect all parties sought to be 


affected by the decree. It does not ad- 
mit of such a construction, and would 
not warrant any such decree. Equity 


will not permit the enforcement of one 


side of a contract and permit the other 


' side to violate it with impunity and at 


will. 
“The relief asked for must be denied, 


as beyond the power of the court to 
grant on the case as made.”

Echoes of Great Chicago Strike 
are Beginning to be Heard 
in San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.— 
Tae echoes of the Chicago strike 


are heard rumbling fn San Fran- 
cisco, and it is claimed that the 
order of a boycott on all meat, 
whether union or not, is to be 
far-reaching enough to canse 
trouble in this part of the coun- 
try. As a first premonition of 
troubie the sheep butchers have 
gone on strike and the threat is 
made to close up all of the 
slaughter-houses which supply 
meat to San Francisco.

It is not believed 
that the strike will cause. any 
inconvenience owlng to the fact 
that Miller and Lux, the largest 
Miaughterers in the West, are 
not invoived. This firm has al- 
ways been an “open-shop” advo- 
cate, and wi!!l not tolerate the 
of the unions.

newsboy who sells the Los Angeles 
Times on the streets here, was ar- 
rested for defending himself from a 
brutal assault of a fellow named Co- 
hen, who tried to prevent Brenner 
from pursuing his occupation. 

The trouble occurred in front of the 
Grand Hotel where Brenner was busy 
selling copies of The Times to visit- 
ing Knights Templars. Cohen was 
selling @ity Guides, and when he saw 
Brenner he began calling him a 
“thief and “scab,” and threatened to 
knock his head off if he did not get 
away from, there and stop selling “that 
scab paper.” 

As Brenner paid no attention to his 
vile vituperation Cohen handed his 
Guides to a friend and started for 
Brenner, announcing his intention of 
giving him a_ thrashing. Brenner 
dropped his papers and as Cohen came 
to bim ne landed good and hard on the 
bully’s jaw, sending him bleeding and 
whimpering back to his friends, loudly 
shouting for the police. 

Brenner picked up his papers and 
continued calling bis wares, paying no 
attention to the abuse flung at him, 
until a policeman came en the scene 
and without questioning further than 
to Know that Brenner was selling The 
Times and had struck a .man, ar- 
rested him. The big bully with a swol-

American Labor Delegates Maintain « 
Style Which Astonishes the 


British. 
{STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NDON, Aug. 24.—English labor 
leaders are astonished at the style 


American delegates are able to main- 
tain when they arrive on this side. 
They put up at the most luxurious ho- 
tels and it is estimated that their ex- 
penses during this sojourn here run 
inte a higher figure than-the total of 
the emoluments received in twelve 
months by any of the English labor 
leaders. 

The annual international Trades’ 
Congress takes place in Leeds the first 
weck in September and it is stated 
that a greater number of American del- 
egates will-be present than has ever 
been seen at the English congress be- 
fore. John Mitchell has been here for 
some weeks, and Messrs. Ryan and 
Driscoll have just arrived. They are 
all staying at the Hotel Russell, which 
ranks in the same class with such lux- 
urious caravansaries as the Cecil, Cari- 
ton or Savoy hotels. Mitchell will rep- 
resent the American miners and Ryan 
and Driscoll! the National Federation of 
Labor. Several other labor representa- 
tives will reach London in the course 
of the next week or two. 

Hitherto the United States has been 
satisfied with sending two delegates 
“only. The trouble with the coal min- 
ers in both countries andthe meat 
strike in America are said to .be re- 
sponsible for the increase in the rep- 
resentation. Workers in the meat 
trade in England have never yet been 
organized and it is believed to be the 
intention of the American delegates to 
pring them into line with the Ameri- 
can workers on this particular trade, 
if they succeed, it is probable the coms 
bination will cause a crisis in the meat 
trade between England and America 
that will require very careful handling. 
It would be difficult to replace the 
present workers in the meat trade in 
| England by free or non-union labor if 

the former decided to go on strike.

AN INCIDENT OF WAR TIMES IN 
SAMOA. 


How the Consular Representatives 
of the United. States, England, 
France and Germany at Malietoa’s 
Court Were Outwitted by a Mild 


Mannered Supercargo. 


[Pall Mall Gazette:] When the late 
King Malietoa of Samoa was exper- 
iencing his first trouble with Ger- 
many, and the agents of that power 
were stirring his subjects to rebellion, 
he was extremely anxious to thor- 
oughly arm his forces and conve with 
the rebels, who, it was well known, 
were being secretly supplied with 
arms and ammunition by a Hamburg 
house, whose headquarters were it 
Apia. This was in direct violation of 
the agreement entered into by the 
consular representatives of England, 
Germany, the United States an! 
France that no subjects of those na- 
tionalities residing in Samoa shouil 
sell arms or ammunition to Malietoa 
and his followers, or to the rebel 
party. 

The latter were daily increasing in 
strength, and boasted that before 
long.they would capture and _ loot 
Apia, and kill all Europeans who 
favored Malietoa. Matters were in a 
very critical state when there one day 
sailed into Apia habor a barkentine 
of 500 tons, named The Venus, and in 
less than hour the spread Ifke 
wildfire that she had on board some 
thousagjids of Snider rifies and some 
hundreds of Winchesters, together 
with an ample supply of ammunition, 


and ere long the vessel was sur- 
rounded by canoes literally packed 
together, and her decks filled with 


many hundreds of excited natives, all 
eager to buy fana tatala manava 
(breechleading rifles.) But the Con- 
suls had been before them, and had 
warned the master and supercargo of 
The Venus that if a single rifle was 
sold they would seize the vessel and 
detain her-—she being a British ship,— 
until the arrival of an English ship 
of war. 

THE SUPERCARGO. 

The supercargo, who was a_ nice, 
pleasant-spoken young man, frankly 
admitted that it was a great and un- 
expected disappointment to him not 
to be able to dispose of the arms, as 
he would now have to carry them 
about over the Pacific for another 
three or four months, as the ship was 
bound on a long trading voyage 
throughout the Gilbert, Marshall and 
Caroline’ groups, and then finally take 
them back to Sydney. 


“And then I shall get into hot water 
with the owners,” he said ruefully, 
“as 1 don’t suppose I shal) be able to 
sell more than a hundred or so of the 
guns in the Giberts and Marshalls.” 
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Then he asked the Consuls if they 
would be so good as to clear the ship 
of the natives. “If you won't let me 
sell-my guns, gentlemen, you can at 
least save me the annoyance of hav- 
ing the vessel's deck filled with na- 
ves. Besides that, it is Sunday, and 
I'm going ashore to church.” 

The Consuls stared, for the young 
gentieman had formerly resided for 
some years in Samoa, and had by no 
means achieved distinction for his re- 
ligious tendencies, which were abso- 
lutely nil. 

“I think,” said the German Consul, 
who was a very wily and astute per- 
sonage, “that the best thing would be 
for a guard of the municipal police to 
remain on board until you sail.” _ 

“Just the very thing, Herr Weber,” 
said Mr. Supercargo effusively; and 
orders were sent sent on shore for the 
police boat to-come off, and the Ger- 
man Consul felt satisfied—Malietoa 
would get no arms from The Venus 
at any rate. (I must mention that the 
English and American resident mer- 
chants were strongly in favor of Kinz 
»alietoa had they dared, would 
have supplied him with all the arms 
he wanted.) 

This matter arranged, the Consuls 
inquired what other cargo The Venus 
had under hatches, and were all de- 
lighted to learn that the bulk of it 
was provisions, for the town was very 
short of European food, and the white 
men and their families had been with- 


out such necessary articles as flour, 
sugar, beer and whisky for tw» 
months. This wds owing to a larger 


German ship named the Anna, which 
was loaded with stores, having been 
lost on the voyage from Sydney to 
Apia. They all at once begged the 
supercargo to quote his prices. He 
shook his head and smiled—almost 
sadly. 
NO BUSINESS ON SUNDAY. 

“No, gentlemen. You must give me 
a chance with my provisions if you 
won't with the guns. I must first 
find out tomorrow how prices are go- 
ing on shore, and then we can tal 
business. But not today. I've made 
a rule not to do business of any kind 
on Sundays.” 

The Consuls retired, feeling some- 
what annoyed; still, they could not 
blame the pleasant-mannered young 
gentleman for looking after his own In- 
terests. However, he was thoughtful 
enoug’ to give them a couple of cases 
of beer, a case of whisky, and some 
delicacies from the cabin stores to take 
ashore with them. Then, after they 
had gone. he sat down and wrote a note 
in Samoan to His Majesty King Ma- 
Netoa making an appointment with 
him and his chiefs at a little bush vil- 
lage named Tag!’ a Manono at 8 o'clock 
tnat evening. At 10:30 o'clock he at- 
tenueu service in the little mission 
church on Vaisigago Creek, and an 
heur after it was over he Was strolling 
down to Matafele—the German quarter 
ofjAhe town—to lunch at the hotel 
there, when a little native girl overtook 
and walked past him, and quietly 
slipped a note into his hand. 

Late that night he returned on board 
The Venus. The captain was awalting 


him... 

“Well?” inquired the Worthy mariner 
anxiously. 

“Oh, it’s— all right. Malietoa has 
£700 in English and American gold. I 
saw and counted it. And he and his 
chiefs:have given me their signed bond 
to pay the balance of £500 in twelve 
months whether they come out on top 
or not.” Then he turned in. 

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon he met 
the Consuls, and several of the leading 
gtorekeepers, by annaintmant a! the 


British consulate, and at once pro- 
ceeded to business. 

“Now, gentlemen, I have an offer to 
make. I'll put it in as few words as 
possible. You are all very hard up for 
provisions, and‘] have a ehipload. I'll 
sell you the lot, or as much as you 
want, at the usual 50 per cent. on Syd- 
hey invoice price instead of asking you 
a hundred—which Um pretty well sure 
you would pay rather than go for an- 
other manth or two without European 
food. But I'll do this on one conditin 
only.” 

“What is it?” 

CARING FOR HIS ARMS. 

“That you, gentlemen”—and he 
looked at the consuls—‘‘will allow me 


to land those confounded arms and 
cartridges of mine and take charge of 
them until I return from the northwest. 
I don't want to have to cart them about 
the North Pacific for three monthe or 
more when I want every available inch 
of space for stowing copra and pear!l- 
shell. And I don’t want to waste time 
by calling here for them on my way 
back; but our other vessel, the Susan- 
nah Booth, will be here in a few weeks, 
and you can have them put on board 
her, and she can take them back to 
Sydney. And I'll pay $100 to the mnu- 
nictpal funds for storage, but not a 
cent more.” 

There was a brief consultation. Ey- 
ery one, even Herr Weber, was In fa- 
vor of the suggestion. and so an hour 
later the cases of Winchesters and 
Sniders, and the ammunition therefor, 
were sent on shore, and, after each case 
had been duly sealed with the British 
consulate seal, placed in the building 
wuich was used as a barracks for the 
incorruptible police, and also as 
gaol.

the sale of the rest of his cargo, and 
The Venus left Apia three days tates, 
an empty ship In the s#supercargo’s 
cabin were many bags of dollars and 
gold, but there were none that he han- 
died with such a pleased amile as those 
which contained £700, which had 
been brought on board at night, after 
the arms had been taken on shore, 
and the police guard had left the ship. 

At daylight on the morning follow- 
ing the day on which The Venus sailed 
it was discovered that some time in the 
dead of night a number of natives had 
burglarized the gaol, and carried off 
not only every single case of arms and 
cartridges, but apparently the. armed 
police guard as well, for not one of 
icuaem could be found 

But in King Malietoa’s lines there 
was grea! rejoicing toward dawn, as a 
hundred of his stalwart warriors, with 
many women, appeared, carrying the 
heavy cases, which were quickly brok- 
en open, and their longed-for contents 
taunen out and distributed under His 
Majesty's personal supervision.

the police force throughout the United 
Kingdom, It was in this period that he 


became intimately acquainted with the 


present King, who was often a guest at 
his men's dinners. Although he re- 
signed his position at Scotiand Yard on 
his marriage in order to enter Parlia- 
ment. he has always retained his con- 
nection with the force, and its looked 
on as one of the principal authorities 
in the empire ahout police matters and 
about the dealing with criminals, his 
expert knowledge being recognized a 
few years ago by the government when 
it appointed him its chief delegate at 
the International Anti-Anarchist Con- 
gress held in Rome.

The walking delegate 
then callec upon Swain and told him 
that if he did not discharge the two 
men a boycott would be levied against 
his estabiishment. The matter is stiil 
under discussion, but in the end there 
will either be a back-down on the part 
of Swain or the Labor Council will or- 
der a boycott. This condition is not 
unusual, for I am informed that every 
bakery proprietor in the city has been 
compelled to put up with just such tyr- 
anny for years. 

FURUSETH MAKING TROUBLE. 

Andy Furuseth, secretary of the 
Sailors’ Union of the Pacific, an or- 
ganizatior which, according to 
sworn statement of Furuseth himself, 
is composed of $7 per cent. of men 
who are not citizens of the United 
States, is trying to make trouble for 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
because that corporation brought Chi- 
nese sai‘ors over from the Orient to 
man one of its new ships. Furuseth 
does not want any Chinese sailors 
transferred from one ship to another 
in this port, because he claims such 
transfer is in direct violation of the 
statutes o: the country.

LESSON OF A MURDER. 

The cold-blooded murder of Ship- 
builder Schultze by Dog Catcher 
Scherf wouki ordinarily arouse the 
deepest indignation, Dut in San Fran- 
cisco it seems to be looked upon as a 
matter of course, as a natural result 
of the influx into office of a lot of irre- 
sponsible scoundrels who have fol- 
lowed in the wake of the uniondabor 
administ: ation. 

Scherf is an appointee of Mayor 
Schmitz, and is a tough of the most 
marked type. He killed a man who 
was trying to save his daughter's lit- 
tle dog. Schultze was down on bis | 
knees, with a dog catcher’s net over 
his head when Scherf shot him from 
the wagon. 

This is the natural outcome of con- 
ditions which now obtain in San Frap- 
cisco, One of the Supervisors openly 
consorts with thugs and scoundrels 
and ex-convicts who are engaged in 
violating the law. Two Police Com- 
missioners are openiy charged with 
using their positions for the purpose — 
Municipal business -is no 
longer done on business  principlés, 
but all business is done-under the rule 
of graft. Schmitz and Ruef openly 
defy the people and refuse to punish 
men in office who constantly violate 
the law. 

The city is in a state of anarchy 
owing to the rule of a union-labor ad- 
ministration, and such a thing as the 
murder of a peaceable citizen by an 
appointee of the administration causes 
no comment other -than the first 
shocked expression.

FEDERAL DISTRICT DEVELOP- 
MENT. 

Under the curriculum of the Na- 
tional Schoo) of Arts and Industries, 
graduates are apportioned to various 
parts of the Republic as Master Me- 
chanics, and they carry with them the 
latest ideas and the best methods.

scendant. There is no record here of 
the wall, but the original is on file in 
Seville. It was copied by Humboldt 
and also by Dr. Mora and by Lucas 
Alenmran, and bas been established be- 
yond doubt. Under the law of May, 
1833, the Federal government of Mex- 
ico took the property, but on April 6, 
1835, restored it to the heirs of Cortes 
and it has thus subsisted to the pres- 
ent time.

BIRTH OF THE CRIME OF 

AMALGAMATED. 


He would get together 
millions to buy out his partners 
on the basis of a valuation of the “ore 
in eight” then in supreme ownership 
himse!f reap untold profits out of the 
mili.nog of the plethorite veins he had 
been 50 careful to leave unworked. 
The immense natural endowments of 
the Anaconda rendered this easy 
enough, for even the lean veins “in 
sighi” contained a vast store of cop- 
per and gold and silver. 

Just about the time the world 
awaited the firat section of “Coppers”’ 
which | had advertised should consist 


Butte and Boston properties, it “hap- 
pened” that Mr. Rogers “met” Marcus 
Daly. The result of the conjunction of 
the two  personalities—the whole- 
souled, trusting miner and the fascin- 
ating and persuasive master of Stan- 
dard Otl—was decisive; the miner con- 
fided his dreams and his aspirations 
to the magnate, who at once magnifi- 
cently undertook to realize them. 
The trade was almost instantly made. 
Mr. Rogers would buy the properties 
of Daly. Haggin and Tevis, at “in 
sight" prices, and Daly would be his 
partner, but the partnership must re- 
main secret until the purchase was con- 
summated. 

The ownership of the Anaconda Com- 
pany at the time consisted of 1,200,000 
shares, and the purchase of a _ few 
shares over the majority at the “in, 
sight” lean-vein valuation of $24,000,- 
000 would carry the turn-over of the 
management and the control It took 
but a very brief time to get together 
the other properties which were finally 
included in the first section of Amal- 
gamated. They consisted of the Colo- 
rado, \, ashoe, and Parrot Mining Com- 
panies and timber, coal, and other 
lands, and mercantile and like proper- 
tiles situated in the State of Montana, 
for which Mr. Rogers paid in round fig- 
ures $15,000,000, a total of $39,000,000 
for what within a few days after pur- 
chase was capitalized at $75,000,000 in 
the Amalgamated COmpany.

althorgh a number of the members 
of the different groups, including Mar-

they were in the secret. 

As soon as the properties were se- 
cured, they were capitalized for $75,- 
000,000 as the Amalgamated Copper 
Company and were immediately of- 
fered for sale to the public. It will 
thus be seen that the profit on this 
section alone was $36,000,000, probably 
the largest actual profit ever made by 
one body of men in a single corpora- 
tion deal.

as fiscal agents for the corporation at 
its formation. Nor must | forget the 
Lewisohn Brothers, who had been in- 
duced to turn in all their copper busi- 
ness at actua! cost, to be Incorporated 
in the United Metals Selling Compaay, 
a part of the Amalgamated scheme, but 
not Included in the corporation, and ev- 
ery one of these had elaborate assur- 
ances that he was in on the cellar 
floor. 

Be- 
fore Mr. Rogers and William Rockefel- 
let anyone at all in, they built a su- 
perbly designed water, air and light- 
proof structure (particularly light- 
proof.) consisting of five floors, each 
one being the exact duplicate of the 
$39,000,000 one upon which they, and 
they only, stood.

THE LOST CANAL. 
MILLIONS OF DOLLARS WASTED AND 
GREAT Hopes DESTROYED.

W HILE the young republic of Panama is jubilant 
over securing the great Isthmian Canal, its near 
neighbor, Nicaragua, is gloomy because of los- 
ing it. The entire annals of enterprise do not offer an- 
other instance of a project which was dreamed of so 
long, or that wrecked the hopes of so many people. Next 
to the French plungers, and their peasant dupes, the 
people of Nicaragua have suffered the greatest ‘isap- 
pointment of all. For centuries one promoter after an- 
other, or the agents of this or that company, have en- 
couraged the anticipations of the Nicaraguans only to 
fail them in the end. 

Many millions of dollars have been wasted in prepar- 
atory work in Nicaragua. The concern which invested 
the most money was known as the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, composed of American capitalists. The waterway 
that it planned was to have its terminals at San Juan de! 
Norte, better known as Greytown, on the Atlantic side, 
and at Brito, on the Pacific. The length was to be 169 
miles, but only about twenty-six miles was to be exca- 
vated channel, 142 miles and a fraction being lakes and 
rivers. The summit level was, of course, to be that of 
lake Nicaragua, 110 feet above sea level. 


Extensive Preliminary Work. 


Channels of various streams were cleared, the soft 

‘mud being dredged out and heavy obstructions broken 
away with dynamite. Camps and depots for supplies 
were constructed and fleets of light-draft canoes pro- 
cured to furnish communication and supplies. Many 
buildings were erected. These were built of United 
States pine and roofed with corrugated iron. The offi- 
cers’ quarters were tasty and comfortable, having wide 
verandas around them. There are yet thirty-nine of 
these strictures standing. Wharves for unloading 
freight were built. with sheds and warehouses. There 
were numbers of water tanks and machine shops. A 
strip of forest growth nearly 500 feet in width was 
cleared a distance of ten miles back from the coast. 
The west side of Lake Nicaragua was made ready for 
active construction work. Sixty miles of telegraph wires 
were pushed through to Castillo, and a road was built 
for transporting heavy machinery across what was con- 
sidered an impassable swamp. 

The company purchased the very extensive and val- 
vable plant used on the eastern end of the Panama Canal 
by the French. This consisted of seven American 
dredges, the most powerful ever built, two fine tugboats, 
several launches and a vast quantity of tools, machine 
shops, stationary engines, pumps, etc. The amount of 
this machinery was almost sufficient to complete the ca- 
nal By the concession the company had the right to 
expropriate private lands found requisite for its uses, 
and did secure consjderable property between Lake Nie- 
aragua and the Pacific. It also gained control of the 
navigation of the San Juan River and Lake Nicaraqua 
with steam vessels, which had formerly belonged to a 
steamboat company. Thus it will be seen that this cor- 
poration really did expend millions in a venture which 
came to naught. 


Robbed by the Government. 


The Maritime company was indeed an ill-fated con- 
cern. It not ohlv failed in its undertaking, but had its 


concession forfeited and its property seized by the Nie- | 


araguan government. A provision existed in the conces- 
tion to the effect that if any misunderstanding should 
srise. an appeal would be made to a court of arbitration. 
The company seeing that the State was about to grant 
a concession to other parties, notified the government 
that it desired tu have the question settled by a board 


of arbitrators, and the government consented. The 
company and government made their appointments, but 
Nicaragua objected to the appointees of the company 
on the ground that they were not citizens of Nicaragua. 
Such requirement as to citizenship was not in the con- 
tract, and the Secre'ary of State instructed the United 
States Minisier to use his good offices in support of the 
demands of the capitalists. 


However, Niceragua ignored the appointments made 
by the company an: proceeded in the loca] courts to 
compel its agent to appoint citizens of the country as 
arbitrators. The agent of the company filed a protest 
with the United States Consul at Managua against this 
action and appealed to him for protection. The judge of 
the court decided the concession forfeited, on the ground 
that the promoiers had failed to appoint citizens of Nic- 
aragua as arbitrators, and that because of such failure 
the arbitration had gone against them by default.. The 
government of Nicaragua then proceeded to seize and 
confiscate the entire property and plant. This was cer- 
tainly a high-handed proceeding. and the country de- 
serves no more sympathy than Columbia for being left 
in the lurch. Sometime these treacherous southern poli-

Has Rich Gold Fieids. 


Nicaragua has lon; been known as a gold country. 
It has 1500 rivers and creeks in its territory, and the 
sands of fully half of these are known to contain the 
precious metal. The custom has been to follow the 
placers upstream unti) the mother lode is located. Pros- 
pectors have been slow in entering the country, because 
it offers about the hardest traveling in the world. An- 
other thing which deterred a great many was the report 
that the Nicaraguan government had farmed out to a 
Pittsburgh firm the right to all the gold in the country. 
The truth about this concession is not nearly so sweep- 
ing as the report concerning it. The Pittsburgh man 
and his associates have acquired the exclusive right, 
for a period of twenty-five years, to develop certain 
districts, but under this agreement they are not allowed 
to oust those already owning claims, and the territory 
they expect to exploit is really outside the present gold- 


producing zone. At the present time there are seven 


a>. 
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distinct mining localities, or groups of mines 
paying good returns upon the investments mad 
them. The Pittsburgh men have immense POM 
before them in cpening up this unknown country, 

The labor employed in the Nicaraguan mines is of 
classes: Mosquite Indians, who make trails, fey tans 
etc.; English-speaking half-breeds, known ag coax 
oles, and Nicaraguans from the interior, for UDderE Ee, 
work; and white foreigners as section bosses, Coma, 
saries and other skilled labor. The pay for these cag 
is from $1 to $7 a day, with food. A Nicaraguan gg 
is worth 38 American cents.

A 
magnified I2-inch gun of superior power was quickly 
evolved, and th* new Maine and her sister ships glory 
in the might of. ihai Jighter, but superior weapon. That 
l2-igeh gun, some eigh: tons less of weight than the 
largest of our 10-inch rifles, outpointed its older rival in 
everything but the weight of the shot it threw, which 
was 250 pounds lighier. Even with this lighter projec- 
tile, however, i. was able to send its capped missile 
through no less than 21 inches of hard Krupp steel at a 
distance of 1000 yards, while the 13-inch gun, with its 
1100-pound shot. similarly capped, could vanquish only 
16.7 inches of like material at the same distance. 
ing as that 12-inch gun does without iis peer among na- 
val ordnance the world over, one might reasonably have 
expected a halt; but no, the desire for greater power has 
grown, and another weapon of the same caliber is 
now being turned out at the naval gum factory at Wash- 
ington, D. C. This gun is known as the “twelve-forty- 
five,” that is, lt is a 12-inch rifle of 45 calibers, which, in 
common terms, means that the gun is forty-five times as 
long as the diameter of its bore. 

The new weapon will be pretty nearly as heavy as the 
largest of the 13-inch rifles, and in destructive power 
will be considerably superior to the 12-inch guns just de- 
scribed. The Tayman wonders, no doubt, how two guns 

—~ of like caliber can differ so much in destructive might, 
' but, briefly, with every foot added to the length of a 
modern gun, using suitably designed smokeless powder, 
it Is possible to get greater and longer continued devek 
opments of propulsive gases, and, as a result, the projec- 
tile leaves the muzzle with higher velocity. The new 
gun will have a muzzle velocity of 30900 foot-seconds 
aguinst the 2800 of the older gun, and the striking nowar 
of the shot is the product of the weicht of the projectile 
multiplied by the square of the ve'ucily, so it is easy to 
appreciate wh¥’. this increment of 200 feet a second 
means.

of metal. To avoid this, then, the stee] plants supply 
the forgings for our naval guns in the shape of roughly- 
finished tubes and rings. o!! tempered and annealm, and 
of certain prescribed tensile strengihs—the latter being 
established by approved physical tests in the presencs 
of a government inspector. 

In the technical parlance of the gun factory, tha’ forr- 
ing which is the innermost one and takes the riffing, is 
known as the “tube.” the one immediately over or out- 
side of this, which reaches from end to end of the “tube.” 
is known as the “jacket.” and the succeeding shorter 
forgings. which step by step. build up the body of tha 
eun rearward. are known as “hoops.” The jacket and 
the folowing hoops are successfully shrunk on the tubs 
as @ base. and of these operations, the shrinking on of 
a iacket presets the greatest difficnilies. 

As the forcines for a gun come to the eun factory they 
are what is termed “roucth-bored,” that Is, they are of 
interna] diameter anywhere from a half to an inch less 
than they will be when ready for aasemb!y.

Now, what hope is there for a country under such a 
ruler? Morocco is merely a geographical concept stretch- 
ing over that corner of Africa which France envelops 
by the whole of her land frontier. This vast Morocco is 
but another name for an undeveloped country in which 


each of whom is self-governing according to tribal cus- 
tom, and who acknowledge Muley not as an Emperor 
in the German sense, but as one who deserves respect 
on strictly theological grounds as the représentative of 
Mohammed, a sort of Moslem archbishop.

PENELOPE’ S PALACE. 


RCINS OF THE HOME OF THE FAITHFUL WIFE OF 
ULYssEsS UNEARTHED AT ITHACA. 

[New York Heraid:] A German archaeologist, Dr. 
Dorpfeld, some time ago aroused a storm of indignation 
by asserting that the island called Ithaca in modern 
times was not the Ithaca of Homer. He pretended by 
a careful study of the Homeric texts to have discovered 
that the real Ithaca of Homer, the home of Ulysses and 
Penelope, was the island of Leucadia. 

The inhabitants of Ithaca were so exasperated that 
when Dr. Dorpfeld paid a visit to the island his life was 
in danger. A Dutch amateur, M. Goodkoop, to whom the 
arguments of Mr. Derpfeld appeared convincing, sup- 
plied him with funds to conduct excavations on the isl- 
and of Leucadia. but they gave no practical results. 

M. Goodkoop and Dr. Dorpfeld then disagreed. The 
latter maintained his view, whereas the former decided 
to have excavations made in the island of Ithaca. which 
were conductel by a Frenchman, and have just given 
excellent results. 

A number of valuable ancient objects have been found 
which prove that the island now called Ithaca is the Ith- 
aca of Homer, as also vestiges of a very old palace, be- 
lieved to be the very palace of the faithful Penelope. 
It contains vestiges of Cyclopean ramparts. 

Among other interesting remains found are: 

The head of a marble statue, posterior to the Homeric 
period. 

A small marble statue of good artistic workmanship, 
thirty centimeters high, and representing a mythological 
personaze. 

A quadrangular bronze table with lions sculptured on 
the legs, and a large hole in the center for a bronze cup. 
The cup has been found and exactly fits the hole. 

A gold plate with a black and blue stone representing 
a cock incrusied in the gold. 

An iron candlestick thirty centimeters high, two round 
lamps of very archaic form, and a candlestick in the 
Mycaenean style, with a head sculptured in the center: 
some Corinthian coins, a bronze spoon, a clay doll and 
a number of very ancient vases.

OVER £2000 WorRTH OF WALKING STICKS UNDER

[London Mail:] The man of primitive instincts who 
cuts him a stick out of the nearest hedge and rejoices 
therein, as a thing wrought and fashioned by himself 
and nature; would be more asiounded than pleased if 
he were given the simplest walking-cane out of the 
Marquis of Anglesey’s collection. 

There are over 200 lots of walking sticks and um- 
brellas to come under the hammer at Plas Newydd, as 
Anglesey Castle is still known to the simple folk of 
North Wales, and they are a weird revelation of the 
lengths to which a young man bent on personal adorn- 
ment can go. The lowest estimate of their value is 
£2000, and probably they cost twice as much. 

In the “nice conduct of a chouded cane” he had no 
modern rival, and when he had decided upon his color 
scheme of sartorial decoration for, say, the morning 
lounge, there were anxious nioments for the valets in 
selecting from the racks the stick which harmonized 
with it or stru-k a new note of contrast.

One beautifully chased knob exhibits im the crown 
a watch of the best Parisian make. Though no larger 
than a farthing, it is sown with jewels. Touch a spring 
and the watch revolves, to disclose an exquisite min- 
iature portrait of a lady 

Of the eccentric and bizarre there is much. A 
tifully-modeled cockatoo's head becomes lifelike at the 
touch of a spring 

One silver head of a Malacca contains a perfect little 
snap-shot camera, and another conceals @ battery which, 
at the call of a touch, sets a tiny bulb aglow with elec- 
tric light.

: The Presidential Office. 
CosTs AND COMPENSATIONS OF THE 
Crier MAGISTRACY. 

z ‘By a Special Contributor, 


HE topics of the Presidential campaign are on ev- 
T ery American tongue today, but not one in a hun- 

dred thousand of as knows what the Chief Magis- 
tracy costs or what it profits. 

It is perhaps true that fhere never was born in the 
Jand a boy who has not wished to become President 
some day, and wha’ appeals most to the youthful aspi- 
rant doubtless is the fame guaranteed by the Presiden- 
tal chair to anyone wise enough, strong enough or lucky 
enough to climb into it. Fame—fame eternal—is —as- 
sured the good, bad or indifferent ruler of any world 
State of any consequencé unless a genera! hiatus shal! 
oceur to al! chroniclers of the times or unless all records 
of some epoch shal! be consumed by an earth-wide polo- 
raust. The name of no ruler of a great country has heen 
fost since man commenced to inscribe intelligent history. 

With secondary brilliance giitter the powers of the 
Presidency and of these the vast majority have a greatly 
exaggerated estimate. While a President cannot make 
laws, he can prevent their making, subject to the ap- 
vroval of two-thirds of the Congress. He can neither 

-™ake treaties with foreign powers nor appoint men to 
high offices without the approval of the Senate. With 
the broadening of the civil service law has resulted al- 
most an elimiuation of his powers of arbitrary anpoini- 
ment to minor offices. With a harmonious Senate he, ol 
course, has a tremendous civil and military list to fill, 
but a large proportion of this patronage is in reality dis- 
oensed by members of Congress and political lieuterants 
6ubject to his approval. 


Gets $5.75 Per Hour. 2 


The glimmer of the Presidential salary is not the mere 
‘gnis fatuus that many would picture it. Al! things 
«onsidered, there is no reason why a Chief Executive of 
good financia! judgment should not save half of the $5.75 
»er hour allowed him by the government. There is but one 
ease on record of an American President dying indigent. 
James Monroe, in many respects one of the strongest of 
our head magistrates, wanted for_the necessities of life 
in his old age, and died amid such squalor that his rela- 
tives had to borrow the funds to bury him. But in his 
day the Congress allowed the chief servant of the people 
only half of the present saiary. 

The $200,000 given to a President for one term would, 
by itself as compensation for equal labor, be sneered at 
by many of our leading business men But it is “sure 
money,” and with it goes the free use of one of the 
Zrandest and most stately mansions on the continent, 
with repairs, furnishings, linen, plate, china, glass, fuel, 
light and partial service gratis. The government pays a 
Steward, Who superintends the executive housekeeping. 
It furthermore pays the valet who serves as barber and 
cares for the Presidential wardrobe, the maid who waits 
upon the first lady of the land, the groom of the execu- 
‘tive stables, the |aundresses who bleach the White House 
linen, and four domesiics who dust, scrub and wait upon 
the table His coachman and other employés necessary 
for purely persona! service the Chief Magistrate must 
pay himself. The wages of the watchmen who cuari 
the White House doors, of the engineers and firemen 
who have charge of the lighting and beating plants, of 
the ushers who show the sights of the mansion to visit- 
ors, of course come out of the public treasury, aa does 
the pay of caretakers of any Federal building. 

Eight thousand dollars a year—the salary of a cabinet 
officer—is allowed a President for stationery, books, tele- 
grams, office furnishings and care of stables. Moreover, 
the first gentleman of the land has always at his elbow 
a corps of experi clerks, headed by a private secretary, 
who draws a Senator's salary. 

All food eaten at ithe White House tables—above and 
below stairs—must be paid for by the President, a3 must 
all viands corisumed at social functions, such as state 
dinners, which cost about $1900 apiece in these days, 
and which occur four or five times a year’ The muzic at 
these entertainments is, however, furnished by a gov- 
ernment band, and the flowers are supplied by the public 
propagating gardens. While the government supplies 
the horses and (Carriages used by the cierica! force the 
“executive mansion, the President musi purchase and 
maintain tis own sieeds and equipages. The largest 
item in the President's domestic expenditure, thercfore, 
is for food consumed noi only by his own family, his 
host of visitors and large retinue of servants, but by the 
hundreds of public officials and distinguished foreign- 
ers, to wine and dine whom is a part of his official rou- 
tine. 
Lives Over a Museum. 


The White House, while luxuriously appointed and 
kept in perfect repair for all Presidents who have abided 
within its walis, denies its tenants the comforts of a 
nrore humble pritate home It is a combination of mu- 
seum, dweliing-bouse and workshop. Six hours each 
day its lower floors are overrun with curious pilgrims, 
restrained with cifficuliy {rom penetrating the most pri- 
vate retreats of the Presidential family. Betweeo the 
hours of 10 and 4 the Presidentia! family s:idom has the 
full liberty of their own abode, and it is usually difficult 
for the President himself to pass through his own hali- 
way withon! dodging a sichtseer or two or grazing a 
camera tripod. When the executive mansion was situ- 
ated in New York the Fafher of his Country suffered the 
Same annoyance, while Madam Washington is known to 
have protested against the effrontery of tourists who 
even peeped into her boudoir while she was making her 
toilet. 

Being Commander-in-Chief of the army and navy, a 
President enjoys certain perquisites not listed above. 


Like any other military officer. he is entitied to frre 
medical attention from the regularly commissioned army 
and naval surgepps, and this privilege extends 
family. just as it does to the wife and children of the 
humblest subaitern. A number of officers of the army 
and navy are detailed to serve as aids to the President 
on public and social! occasions. Like any genera] of the 
army, he is allowed an orderly to care for his mount, 
while another pon-commissioned officer is detaiied as 
custodian of the colors flown over his official quartets. 


Luxuries of Travel. 

Each President, for many years, has had always at his 
command a private yacht—a regularly commissioned 
vesse!| of the navy. The vessel at present detailed to 
carry the Chief Magistrate, when it is his wish, is the 
orjgically purchased by Mrs. Ogden Goelet 

and sold by her to the government 
during the war with Spain, when it was 
needed a§ a diapaich boat. Mr. Roosevelt has never 
availed self of ita use. Should he elect to entertain 
his friends thereon he would have to pay for refresh- 
ments consumed out of his private purse. 


When a President plans an extensive tour or even a 
short trip, the railroad companies vie with one another 
to offer him tempting luxuries of travel, even offering to 
pay for the wine and cigars consumed by his gues's. A 
Presidential tour is always a great advertisement for the 
transportation company patronized, and a Chief Magis- 
trate is sure to be criticised if he refuses to give the ex- 
pected boon. Menus are embossed with the heading, 
“Presidential Train,” and =the dining-car larder is 
stocked with the rarest of sea food and game. At every 
stop, whether a cross-roads or a busy city terminal, the 
Chief Executive is expected to step to the platform and 
say a few words at least to the gaping crowds, who flock 
about him as though he were the drawing card in a pro- 
cession of circus freaks. A Presidential train is a!ways

Police Station Under His Roof. 


Wherever he may happen ‘to be. a President is sur- 
rounded by a cordon of policemen, night and day, as 
well as by a squad of “plain clothes” men detailed by the 
secret service of the Treasury Department. In the 


.White House there is a branch police station, in charge 


of a sergeant with a corps of officers divided into three 
beats. There probably is not a day in the year when 
the President is not marked by some anarchist or luna- 
tic, and yet be lays himself open to public criticism if 
he allows any outward sign of safeguard or precaution. 
Mr. Cleveland was ridiculed because he permitted “sen- 
try boxes’ to be ereeted in the White House park, for the 
use of the watchmen. Mr. Lincoln was criticised for 
allowing sharpshooters to be posted on the roofs along 
the route of the procession which accompanied him to 
take his second oath of office, and at the time the public 
mind was inflamed by the Civil War. 


No matter how retiring he may be by nature, a Presi- 
dent can_.never for a moment step out of the limelight. 
Under his office roof is a newspaper sanctum occupied 
daily and often nightly by reporters and correspondents, 
who keep tab on uis every move and cross-examine his 
every visitor But while these sagacious journalists 
have personal aceess to the nation’s great fountain head 
of news, he never permits them to quote him in an in- 
terview 

The President is always in harness. He can never get 
away from the shop. Vacation means to him simply a 
removal of the tools of his trade to a fresh scene of in- 
dustry When Mr. McKinley made his tour to the Pa- 
cific Coast he bac to haul along with him his entire cabi- 
net and a goOd part of his clerical force. Mr. Cleveland’ 
managed to isolate himself for a few hours at a time by 
sailing out into Burzard’s Bay, but at the wharf he al- 
ways bad to run the gauntiet of hoi polloil.

USES OF ASBESTOS. 


Irs FINE RESISTING QUALITIES MAKE It Use 
FUL For NUMEROUS PURPOSES, 


[New York Post:] The use of asbestos cloth ip te 


manufacture of theater curtains is just now attractiog 
considerable attention, and, if these curtains are maded 
pure asbestos fiber they can successfully check aay ie 
that may be started on the stage and prevent it fee 
spreading, but, as has been proved in recent investiy 
tions, many of the so-called safety drop curtains were 
not made of asbestos, but heavy jute, linen or colle 
sheeting, or canvas merely covered with a material that 
was called asbestos, but that did not contain at the mat 
nrore than a few fibers of this material. The cost of set 
curtains is probably not over one-third of the coat d 
real asbestos. Asbestos cloths are used for purifying ¥ 
ter, for filtering acids, and for other domestic purposes;

The sheets of asbestos are hardened and stiffened ant 
are durable under very intense heat. Various shape 
of soldering blocks are made from asbestos which a 
especially designed for jewelers, silversmiths, dentiot, 
and others who use the blowpipe for soldering, melting, 
or in similar fine work.

_ It is approached by the City Creek road 
above Highland. and isa place of entire delight, barring 
s few mosquitoes, to anyone blessed—and who is not?— 
with that sneaking fondness for savagery, that curious 
irl! of joy in “all outdoors” which responds to such 
an environmen‘. What is it in the placing of trees, the 
disposition of open spaces, the contour and grouping of 
rocks, the aspect of the stream itself, that makes one 
spot irresistible for a sylvan home, while a half mile 
farther on, say, are the very same materials, only so ar- 
ranged as tO fail of that nameless charm? Whatever the 
gctet is, Deep Creek (a misnomer) has it in perfection. 
‘Here the stream conducts itself in most bewitching fash- 
jon, giving you now a great brown pool under the lean- 
ing bulk of a mighty boulder, then pursuing its warbling 
way by a series of distributed rivulets to an open shal- 
jow, where the crystalline water lies quiet over the clear- 
et of yellow gravel and sand, and where you may ob- 
serve the thrifty habits of the caddis worms, each in his 
tubular house or Overcoat, composed of sticks, grains of 
gné, and what not, very proper if you call it a house, 
pat queer cloth for a bathing suit. 

A little below, the stream is narrowed by a big rock at 
one side of which the whole bulk of glistening water 
projects itself with a musical plunge in a pretty water- 
fall; next is another dark, dreaming pool, this one over- 
bung by an adoring tree, and visited by sudden silver 
fashes, denominated trout by the carnal,: but presenting 
themselyes to us simply as one more delightful and ap- 
propriate feature of this ideal water course. 

Very gay and debonnair are the Deep Creek trout. and 
gay and debonnair will they continue to be if all anglers 
are as void of offense toward them ts were thuse of our 


No brook could be more winsome, not even that dear 
oe of literature, for that one was tame and sophisti- 
cated, flowing. you remember, past “Philip's farm,” 
litte town,” and “half a hundred bridges.” Here. in- 
sead of bridges we have natural stepping-stones. two 
or three quite close together, then a gap that one must 
ap with almos' the fearful pleasure of childhood days, 
reaching thus an islet. just a few rocks and a tangle of 
verdure, but bic enough to stand on with the little folks 
and see the water go by on either side, demonstrating 
their geography. 

Here, instead of “skimming swallows.” we have the 
pagnacious jay, a very poor substitute, only tolerable for 
bis color; the plucky little ousel, a feathered naiad. dart- 
lag under the swiftest current; the humming bird, mod- 
esiy content with the bounty of the wild honeysuckle; 
and the beautiful mountain quail taking his well-bred 
family out to walk. If there is anything more aristo- 
qatic than his tall helmet feather and his noble car- 
riage, I do not know it. unless it be the finished elegance 
of the wild dove, with her small head and her slender 
teck curving inte the exquisite rondure of her breast. 

Then for the “sweet forget-me-not,’’ what a wealth of 
bloom accompanies and is made possible by our en- 
thaating brook, like the “noble words” for the “perfect 
music;” all the leafage of that light, lush, vivid green, 
free of any dust or blight, that seems too beautiful to 
be true. 

Here are the “fairy forelands set’’ (how the Tenny- 
wolan phrases recur!) with the lovely wild columbine. 
more slender in habit than the garden sort, and with 
ai Oread grace, a dainty carriage of the bright head that 
is all her own. 

Here is a tall daisy-like thing, a buxom back-woods 
tlation of the marguerite perhaps, with abbreviated yel- 
low petals, and a great pincushion of a century, with 
long almost grars-like leaves that continue narrowly and 
often in frills down the stem.

All this is maddening to a flower lover. guiltless of 
botany, with an unfortunate early passion for naming 
places and things, and with a present need to use the 
proper designa'ions for a scientific and gainsaying world. 

However, since writing the preceding, a chance en- 
counter with a hotanist enables me to identify this lily 
proudly produce the name; it is the Lilium Parryi. and 
was discovered in Mill Creek Caton above Redlands by 
the botanist Parry. wy 

It seems the cappled throat is a special feature, yel- 
low lilies not being wont to decorate themselves in this 
wise.

Sun on a floating wonder of pale 
primrose and sable. A sinister shadow, a silent swoop, 
a drifting pinion setiling to earth with the sable borders 
hardly marred. 

There are yard-long streamers of gray-green moss de- 
pending from the branches of occasional firs; and an- 
other sort, of a vivid y@llow green, softening many of the 
rugged boles with its velvet garniture. 

We have chosen our gypsy kitchen and dining-room 
hall down near the water, for convenience and for aes- 
thetic reasons: we cannot spend many of our waking 
moments away from the stream’s alluring beauty. Also 
here are only clean sand and stones; no needies nor 
grass nor brush to carry a spark with its insidious men- 
ace to all this precious wild garden. 

We set the children gathering resinous cones and po!- 
ished driftwood for our first fire. and soon have the 
chicken simmering in the pot. The stewardess is left 
to replenish the fire. varying this useful but ingicvionad 
task by the accomplishment of studies from life of some 
of the floral treasures 

As the shadows lengthen and the evening breeze fresh- 
ens, the strollers return and we celebrate our first meal. 
enjoying that peculiar: relish which food eaten out of 
doors possesses fur some grown-ups and all children. 
How they love tc run with their last cooky to the porch! 
What a boon to be allowed to devour their last cherries 
in the swing, shocoting the pits at any target handy 

What though the chicken is undeniably smoky? (the 
cover of the stew pan having been forgotten.) What 
though we eat our omelette and our jam with one and 
the same spoon” What though there are cinders in the 
coffee? Charcoal is beneficial, as everybody knows, and 
why should smoked chicken be worse than smoked beef 
or bacon? Who knows but by chance we may discover 
a dish, a combination of old ingredients, new to the 
cleverest chef, and which will render our names forever 
famous? Were not roast pig and mayonnaise dressing 
the offspring of some such desperate shift? 

Faithful to the latest injunctions of the Forestry De- 
partment we allow ourselves no fire save that for cook- 
ing. and therefore we seek an early couch. We have de- 
termined upon sleeping farther up the mountain slope 
which rises here, on the south side of Deep Creek, in a 
series of inviting plateaus. 

After much fastidious search we settle upon a snug 
retreat, quite above the ubiquitous salmon can and sar- 
dine box. Evidently our predecessors were not so fussy, 
or considered this perch as involving too much labor in 
its ascent: but we are sure it will be worth all it costs, 
and we do not regret our choice. 

It is inviting, cleanly and secluded, and what more 
could one require in a sylvan chamber? In the selec- 
tion of these temporary abodes, these homes of a day, 
inheres a large, part of the fun of camping. It is a di- 
lute essence of the blissful excitement of fixing upon a 
“real truly” home, and more enjoyable in the measure of 
its diminished responsibility. These wayside hostelries 
are remembered with a curious affection, for it is the 
association of human life, however fleeting the connec- 
tion with inanin.ate nature that imparts the special in- 
terest and significance. 

How a deserted house speaks to the deepest that is in 
us! 

How a footprint, a distant curl of smoke, a blazed tree. 
sets the imagination a-thrill! Alas! how an orange rind, 
a sardine box——! 

We will not mention mosquitoes: we wil! not reflect 
upon camp cookery; we will not compiain that the 
youngsters kicked or talked in their sleep; we will not 
hint at an insufficiency of bedding or an apprehension of 
rattlers, but ceriain it is, that sleep failed to visit one 
pair of eyes during most of the nights at Deep Creek. 
This in spite of the charming location and the vaunted 
effect of lying out of doors. 


We prefer to aitribute our wakeful hours to a fine sen- 
sitivehess to new and impressive conditions; to the 


weird charm of night in the high forests. So the owl 
kept vigil; she gave the alarm when clumsy Joe got his 
halter caught or the wagon tongue; when Roswal, the 
dog, got loose and dragged his chain: she disposed the 
scant supply of reserve wraps over the dreamers to meet 
the chill of dawn. It all paid, for thereby she did not 
miss the splendid spectacle, all unwittingly prepared for 
insomniac campers by some late arrivals. These travel 
ers built straightway, on the level of the road below, a 
huge fire (shades of rangers wroth forfend') and dis- 
posed themselves and their beasts in picturesque atti- 
tudes thereabout. 

The red glow, the dark figures a la Rembrandt, tie 
eerie light running up the towering pine trunks and im 
pinging on the soft, surrounding blackness, was so the- 
atrical, so tremendously effective, that the, presumably. 
svle Onlooker in her lofty proscenium box, clapped her 
hands in joyful applause and cried under her breath: 

“Bravo' Encore! Encore!” 

For half an hour the brilliant pantomime went on; 
then, the pilgrims being warmed and fed, the fire was 
permitted to die down to a rosy glow, and finally night 
settled again supreme over Deep Creek 

By the third day the stewardess was constrained to 
bestir herself to make the most of her diminishing re- 
sources; there were beans yet in the chubby pot, and the 
water in which the fowl] was boiled had turned to a . 
thick jelly during the cold nights. Chicken broth, a | 
treat in civilized existence, was sniffed at by children 
with mountain appetites, so the beans were warmed up 
in it with excellent effect. The bread, growing very dry, 
was toasted on a rack improvised out of the despised 
bale wire. our own, however Later, the cake and jam 
having given out, slices of bread were spread thialy 
with condensed milk and christened “extremity sand- 
wiches”” These met with high favor at the hands of the 
juventies,. as dia others spread with cocoa melted and 
sweetened 

An excursion was made led by the indefatigable 
twelve-year-old, up to the lofty crest back of our sleep- 
ing place. During one of the panting ha'ts. to favor the 
lady and the four-year-old, our gaze fell upon a prétty 
little spruce growing thriffily, snug on the north side 
of a small oak. By chance as we started on we noticed 
another infant tree. similarly situated, this time a pine. 
Then we looked about and found ourselves in a veritable 
nursery; dozens of thriving babies were there, always of 
the noble spruce or piné families, each hanging on ‘o the 
skirts, as it were. of a nursemaid in the guise of a half- 
grown mountain oak. We found the spectacle full of in- 
terest and mearing, and to the children it seemed like 
a play gotten u> solely for their amusement. How many 
veterans of these splendid heights must have had their 
origin in this fashion 

Away up her* where the fierce blastg sweep and the 
snows sift. what seed could persist except one fortui- 
tously landed in the lee of a sturdy young sapling. or 
sheltering boulder, there to safely grow to muturity 
The question arises, what of the oak’s own babyhood” 
Is it hardy enough to endure without protection? A 
time must come when the adolescent pine or spruce finds 
@he faithful intimacy of his quondam nurse irksome and 
embarrassing. But still later, when he is in his prime 
and the oak, perchance, being older, fs broken in a gale, 
or crumbles and falis from senility, he stands magnifi- 
cently alone, an object of wonder and admiration to 
such of us as have that peculiar fondness for trees that 
is quite distinc: from the love of flowers and plants in 
general. One possessed of this fondness looks upon the 
wafriton felling of a tree as arboreal murder, to be legally 
dealt with, and incurring penalties, gauged to the size, 
beauty and value of the victim. 

And this leads me to the nightmare that haunted the 
happy dream of these Deep Creek days. The way 
thither is through heartbreak. Anyone who has driven 
from Fredalba tu Deep Creek in the old days, even six 
years ago, and then again within a year, has had an ob- 
ject lesson which ought to make of him forevePpn en- 
thusiast in the blessed_cause of forest preserving. 

This section was formerly a natural park, a magnif- 
cent hanging garden, whose nuobleness of beauty it is 
quite beyond words to describe. Ages had gone to the 
deliberate maturing of this priceless refuge for the 
weary and the ailing, from the heats and hurry of the 
teeming valleys. Here, under the far singing of the 
splendid conifers. were  fistas of soft obscurity, long 
aisles whose flours were one continuous tapestry of rich, 
dark bracken; inviting siopes, silken and perfumed with 
the dry needles, lighted here and there by the rosy up- 
thrust of the curious snow plant, sarcodes sanguinea, 
twice ill-pamed. 

Now you would invade an oread's bower, lovely with 
lupines and the low mountain iris, all in tender shadeg 
of mauve; then a glade more deeply secluded, where the 
green gioom wag pillared with luminous shafts from the 
lovely clear-story windows of the sylvan fame. 

This is now ali one desolate wilderness, where the 
stumps, limbs, and ofien part of the superb trunks of 
those heroic pines lie dead, blackened, pitiful, beaten 
upon by the flerce heat of summer, and suffering the ut- 
most will of flood and snows. 

Is there nothing to be done? Is Deep Creek region 
also doomed? Is that bewitching stream to gasp and 
dwindle and disappear with all its environing plentitude 
of beauty? 

The foot of the destroyer is already at its threshold, 
and lodged in his unsparing axe is a menace deeper and 
farther reaching than that to which reference has been 
made. 

No plea of utility to be urged by those whose personal 
interest lies in the ccntinuance of this wholesale devas- 
tation can stand fur a moment against the counter plea 
of a vaster uillity to the population of all the lowland 
country. 

Ah! that we might put, beyond peradventure, into the. 
music of this stream of our love and praise, the refraia 
of the English brook, 

“Men may come and men may go, 
But I go on forever.”

HERE are quatities which parents desire to promote 
in the characters of their children, In the formation 


of which egerden work is of great assistance. 
One of the foremost of these is the ability to assume 
and properiy discharge resposibilities. Many men and 


women are rendered inefficient and he!pless through lack 
of this quality. You have heard the axiom: “A child 
and a plant must be loved and cared for every day. ofce 
in a while it of no use.” Give a child a small piece of 
£round for the care of which he is held responsible. Al- 
iow no one to help him either to failure or success. If 
you can once interest tim—and you generally can if you 
are interested yourself in your own pari of the garden 
you will find that the daily habit of regular work and an 
application to even this small undertaking will soon ex- 
ert a strong formative influence on all his habits, and 
the knowledge that his entire failure or success depends 
twhotly on hie own attention to his business will be 
/worth more than all the lectures he could ever hear on 
the subject. 

This child-training theory applies alike to boy or girf. 
1 heard one good young father say to his mother, when 
discussing with her the plans for educating his boys to 
self-reliance 

“Now that we live with waler and gas piped to every 
part of the house, no water to be brought in, no kindling 
to be chopped, mother, how can I train my boys?’ And 
mother—out of the depths of her oWn long experience, 
sad: “Give them some task in the garden.” I know, 
too, that one of the lads was given the task of assisting 
in caring for the tiny grass plot. and that somehow 
father did most of the work and the lad’s development 
, Was not what we were hoping for, but by and by the 
father realized. and the boy was given the sole care, and 
bis air of proprietorship was delightful, and both the 
boy and the lawn made growth. 

How Nature Teaches the Value of L fe 


For the boy. «specially, the-garden is the place to learn 
the value of life. A steady watching over the tender and 
| delicate plant life is worth even more than the care of 
‘pet animals, which is so often strongly recommended 
lfor the education of the child. The observation of the 
‘effect of storm and wind, of hot sun or gentle shade on 
ithe little lives that have been fostered by their own 
hands, the anxie’y to prevent mutilation of branches, the 
careless destruction .of blossoms or the uprooting of 
seediings, soon Lring about a respect for life in all its 
forms. Once in a while we hear it said of a man: “He 
‘is as tender and thoughtful as a woman.” 

Why not, except that, as his little life goes onward, 
the boy is rarely taucht to be tender and thoughtful? 
On tho contrary, he hears, “Stand up for yourself,” 
“Be manly.” “Don't let yourself be imposed upon.” All 
»;food maxims, properly applied, but apt to be carried 
to an extreme 'v the beadlong-growing youth, influenced 
‘by the cold materialism of the age. The constant care 
of flowers, the centile stirring of the soil, lest he destroy 
jthe young and tender roots, the gentle sprinkling to 
cleanse the dust from the choking leaves, the moving 
and transplanting of each to its own suitable and best- 
adapted place for a home. will conduce largely to a 
thoughtful and tender handling of larger issues in the 
‘constantly uprising emergencies of domestic life. 


Tenacity of Purpose and Thoroughn ss. 


‘Tenac ity of purpose is an essential quality in the char- 
acter of the modern business man, drawn down as he is 
into the constantly increasing intensity of the competi- 
,tion involved in commerce. On many of the soft entic- 
ing mornings and evenings of the spring, when all! out- 
‘of- doors is wooing the youngster to the woods, the fields, 
the river or the bay. he must steadfastly stick to his pur- 
pose and work in his little garden. When the warm 
summer days come and the buzzing of the bumbie bee. 
, the song of the mocking bird, or the whizz of the hum- 
mer, remind him of the retreat under the honeysuckle 
| he knows that he must be on the alert to water piis 
| plants, to destroy rapidly increasing swarms of insects 
now lovely budding and blooming 
, Plants that he bas labored so hard for all through the 

spring. and let me tel! you that none will appreciate 
their beauties more than will “The Boy.” Our boys can 
be trained to all this, and only those who can wiil ever 
be really fitted to secure a safe and steady footing in 
the competition Of the later business life 

I need not spend many words in showing yeu that 


thoroughness is a desirable quality of character. The 
time has gone by when it is safe to say “that is good 
enough for me.” “that will do for this time,” -or 


“T will give that job a lick and a promise” Thorough- 
ness is absolute'y essential. and pride in the perform- 
ance of every task undertaken should be inculeated at 
the earliest opportunity in the child's life. 

This habit is mos: easily cultivated while training the 
child to the garden tasks. | must insist again that the 
child must be first taught to assume the entire responsi- 
bility of the task assigned if you have character build- 
ing in mind. 

Let the size. of the task or the apace for the garden plot 
be caretully chosen to fit his age, size or «apacity. Let 
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him see that scale left upon one leaf will soon spread to 
the whole gardeu. A few slugs neglected multiply unt:! 
ihe carnations ere no more, Blight in one corner, apis 
in another threaten not one rose, but ai] the rose bushes 
if the garden is to thrive the gardener must be thorough. 
and from the digging and careful powdering of the so!l 
in the spring time to the husbandry of the ripe seed in 
the mellow au:umn, thoroughness pays, and pays weil, 
and the child learns these lessons almost unconsciously 


as the days ripen, and he comes to’ know ‘he beauy of 
detail.

killed earlier in the summer. 

The chief interest of the country was centered in Me- 
Clellan’s operations on the peninsula, in his disastrous 
attempt to capture Richmond, and belong but a small 
command we were left very much to ourselves, being 
nominally under the command of Gen. Wool, a relic 
of the Mexican War and a noted old martinet, whose 
idea was to carry on the war without hurting the en- 
emy, if possible. 

Many of our volunteer officers were, from former po- 
litical affiliations and semi-pro-slavery belief, a good 
deal (oo much of his way of thinking. They talked of 
the rebels as erring brothers, to be coaxed back into 
allegiance if possible, and not to be thrashed, save as 
a very last resort. 

There were plenty of instances, in those days, where 
such officers would leave the sick and wounded unshel- 
tered rather than encroach upon a rebel house; make 
the boys eat a raw supper after a hard day's march 
rather than trespass on a rebel fence. They forgot that,

Only the black clergy, the monks. receive an allow- 
ance from the government, and living in magnificent 
cloisters are independent financially, and roll in wealth 
and lazy comfort. 

The white clergy, the priests of churches and chapels, 
are dependent entirely upon the income from weddings, 
burials, christenings and other sacramental! functions. 
By law the peasant of a certain district can't cal) the 
priest of a neighboring parish to perform any religious 
services: therefore the priest has a monopoly and -nakes 
the most of it. He is generally married, has a baker's 
dozen of children, drinks heavily, and therefore needs 
every penny he can squeeze out of the moujik. 

I have seen in a procession, where the ikon of one

Mary of a neighboring parish, two priests, carrying a 
large crucifix. in such a beastly state of intoxication 
that they fell into a ditch half-full of slimy mud. They 
were pulled out by a couple of young moujiks, but lost 
the Saviour’s image. which my father, a devout Chris- 
tian. had some of his workmen fish out and wash.

Whenever a sacramental function is to be performed, 
the moujik and priest haggle about the price as if the 
one was buying and the other selling a fat pig. The 
priest, of course, has the best of the bargain, because 
if the moujik does not come to terms the priest refuses 
to perform his duty, and burials, weddings or christen- 
ings can't be postponed. It is pitiful to watch the de- 
spair of the peasant as he returns again and again beg- 
ging the priest to shade the price of his spiritual stock 
in trade a few copeks, and it is barely conceivable why 
the moujik still clings to a religion which exposes him 
to continuous extortions. The only explanation of this 
peculiar phenomenon is that the Russian peasant is 
really still a heathen. When he needs the help of God 
or a 20d, he gors to the priest, and when he wants to 
square up matters with the devil or some infernal spir- 
its. he calls upon the sorcerer. 

One of the most interesting chapters of the Russian 
peasant’s religious life is the development of heresy 
and the springing up of the most fanatic and often ri- 
diculous sects, but this topic must be left for future con- 
sideration. |

Trumpets announce the closing of 
the poll, and then follows the counting of the votes, 
which usually takes an hour.

Meade, Kan, feil 
off in popniation from some 3000 souls down to 300. At 
this time, | understand, it has a population of 1000 peo- 
ple. But there are many towns in the Seventh’ Kansas 
Congress district that have been entirely deserted, 
and probably will not again become the abiding place of 
man. Grass and weeds grow in the streets, while sun- 
flower stalks stand, sentinel-like, barring entrance to 
the doors of city halls and courthouses that now are 
only homes of bats and vermin. 

During these boom times everything was bonded. 
Township bonds were issued: county bonds were issued: 
school bonds were issued; courthouse bonds were is- 
sued, city bonds were issued, while railroad bonds were 
floated to the fullest limit. 

Wichita, Kan., is not, properly speaking, in the great 
Southwest. It lies near the Oklahoma line, and is a 
few miles east of a line which, running north and south. 
would haive the State. Wichita. however, was a me- 
tropolis for us of the western counties, and it was the 
spectacular spirit of Wichita’s magnificent madness that 
infused itself into the boom of every hamlet. clear out 
to Richfield. Morton county, the southwestern corner 
county of the State, where Hon. Bernard McCaffrey held 
forth as Mayor of that city. The boom in Wichita—the 
most remarkab'e real estate inflation in American com- 
mercial history—may fittingly be mentioned in these 
reminiscences of the Southwest. and I will write enouch 
about it to indicate éhe maniacal frenzy which overswept 
Kansas. 

Wichita boomed on the strength of the false pre- 
sumption which brought all Southwestern Kansas prom- 
inentiy before eastern investors. Before its boom Wich- 
ita was a thriving country town of some 20.0) people. 
doing a little wholesale business and enjoying a rea- 
sonable measure of prosperity from the surrounding 
farming country, which was not neariy so sure of crop 
failures as are the lands farther to the westward Its 
people were of remarkable enterprise and were clan- 
nish towards the interest of their municipality. They

It is now eleven years since I bade the people of 
Southwestern Kansas an affectionate 
drifted before the force of cireumstances into other lo 
calities; but my recollections—yea, more, my love for 
the great cattie range and its people--have caused me 
to devote many hours to the writing of a historica) nar- 
rative of the Southwest aad its provincialism. which 
will probably be given to the world sometime during the 
present year. 


That which I would emphasize in these reminiscences 
is the unswerving loyalty of the average Kansan to his 
native or adopted State. A_ prairie fire or a bot wind 
may sweep over the Southwest, devastating and com- 
pletely withering up all vegetation Then, perhaps, the 
next day. a misty rain wil! begin to fall A prayer of 
thanksgiving is at once in the hearts of the people. 
After a steady downpour of three or four days, the sun 
will come out, wreathed in smiling gladness. The 
scorched and browned landscape takes on a new life; the 
buffalo grass within a few days is a carpet of living 
green. The cacti wil! pui forth new shoots and spines, 
its buds open into beautiful Bowers as fragrant as the 
cape jasmine, while the sunflowers will lift their droop- 
ing leaves. and buds of promise will swell under the 
genial rays of the sun. Then it ts that hope springs up 
anew in the hearts of these Sparians of the great South- 
west. The country may have been “burned up,” but 
when Nature smiles with a new promise. they regard it 
as a good omen, a rainbow of hope, and at once begia 
making ready tor another seed time.

7 HE shirt-waist suit with its new 1830 smariness is

In fact, you can vary this easily-made model to meet 
any social occasion that arises in most very charmingly- 
canvas or silk, all the new weaves of raw-silk and in 
the new and lovely changeable siik known as pellet de 
of all, in spite of the fact that since spring it has been 
decidedly in the bad graces of the fashionable girl. You 
see it made too big a bid last spring for popularity, and 
common instead. 

There were too many sales of cheap silk suits, they got

lease of favor. These lustrous, changeable fabrics are 
quite different from the old “sheeny” silks. They are in 
two shades, say brown on one side and yellow on the 
other, and the yellow shades through gold to deep brown 
and the brown in. vivid light changes to yellow and 
cream and gold. Both sides are “finished” for use, so 
that a suit can be made up in a combination of tores as 
well as sheens, or one side can be used entirely. Thus 
you buy your trimming by getting an extra yard of dress 
goods 

All the brown shades will be most popular this fall, 
especially in combination with yellow, orange, blood 
orange, flaming» yellow, burnt orange, deep nasturtium 
and marigold tones. 

The loveliest pellet de sole often shades through half 
a dozen shades, pale red and yellow to the richest golden 
brown. And so fashionable is this color scheme that all 
sorts of dress accessories can be had to match P!umes, 
veils, ribbons, chiffons, laces, aigrettes, velvets and flow-

And other color combinations are provided for women 
who cannot wear brown—and there are many of us, “red 
brunettes” and “blue blondes’—blue and red, blue and 
black, dark red and @lack, different hues of green and 
green and blue, violet not at all, but pate blue, very 
much in combination with black.

The raw silks, rajah, kinu, poncee and hamomen are 
still shown in the dull vegetable dyes. brown more than 
others, and deep gray. dull green and black.

For afternoon or any rather dressy wear these suits 
have the blouse made large enough to wear-_over a fine 
shirt waist of lawn or silk, and lawn waists will be worn 
late into the fall. The blouses are full, front and back, 
and end in a wide girdle and the sleeves are enormous, 
either to the e:bow to show the full lawn sleeves, or 
long with deep cuffs, but no colonial sleeve frill, not 
one in any sort of waist. They, too, have overreached 
their popularity. 

For simpler wear and always for outdoors, the shirt 
waist is a shirt waist. And it is very plainly made. The 
front with groups of plaits extending out over the broad 
shoulders, or plain with just a moderate fullness at the 
neck, cut somewhat circular so that there is much fwull- 
ness at the belt and 
model, rounding out directly at the elbow. 

The skirts for these plain suits are short, distinctly so; 
Sometimes three inches from the ground all around, and 
not tilting up an inch in the back.

{nto one of the new plain shirt-waist suits. The skirts 
are so short that all the 
can be cut away. Or if 
the foot, it can be cut at the top and “lifted up” which 
will provide additional fullness at the waist. 

If a skirt is not full enough, the frout breadth can be 
split and a petticoat front set in, of some of the same 
goods or some food combination, and the same material 
introduced into the waists. 

The best plan in working over a frock is to rip it all 
apart and make up on a new lining of modern cu‘: old 
linings are poor economy. 

To freshen silk or voile, take each breadth and sponge 
in warm borax water, four teaspoonfuls to a basin of 
water, let drip nearly dry and then roll tight and smooth 
on a large pole. When rolled it will look like new on 
both sides and no telltale sheen of the iron. 

Black silk should be sponged first with borax water, 
and then with soap bark to back the color. The borax 
will not only freshen and give new body, but it wi'l re- 
move all stains, even grease spots. 

Woollen stuffs, like voile, canvas, cashmere or brillian- 
tine, can be dipped into a pail of the solution and regu- 
larly washed, then dried out of doors and pressed on the 
wrong side.

THE FAIR IN SIX DAYS. 


OF A SHORT STAY AT St, LOUIs. 
| By a Special Contributor. 


| The Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. 
Fair. The amount of acreage covered almost equals that 
occupied by the Centennial, Colombian, Trans-Missis- 
| sippi and Pan-American Expositions. The buildings 
cover forty-six acres more than the Columbian’ exhibit. 
The beauty of design and plan of arrangement have 
never been equaled. No American can afford to miss a 
_ visit to the Cream City. One can learn more about his 
own and foreign countries in a few days judiciously 
spent at the fair, than in many Weeks of hard study. 

There is a mistaken idea prevalent that a trip to the 
fair must necessarily be expensive. This is not the case. 
, The different railroads over the country have been very 
generous in their rates. Five to ome of the people visit- 
ing the fair are going on the §2 a day schedule, so one 
may feel no embarrassment if compelled to economize. 
There are dozens of hotels and rooming-houses where 
one canbe comfortably located at $1 a day, plenty of 
reasonable restaurants, and there is no disposition to 
raise prices or “hold up” guests at St. Louis. On the 
contrary, one finds everywhere the utmost courtesy and 
kindness. St. Louis is making friends for herself by the 
way in which she treats her visitors. Along one a‘de of 
the building of Agriculture is a counter where lunches 
are served, ranging from a plate of hot pork and beans 
to a dainty dessert of ice cream and cake. Near another 
entrance in this building is the London Bakery, ond a 
little farther on a French cuisine. If one prefers to 
carryf®a lunch, this can easily be done, and there are 
many places in the grounds where it can be eaten in 
comfort. There wiil be no lack of company. 

On account of the extreme heat, the question of some- 
thing to drink is often of equal, if not greater, impor- 
tance. There is only one place | know of, inside the 
grounds, besides the State Building, where one can have 
a really good drink of ice water free of charge. This 
is the W. C. T. U. tee-water fountain, located on the 
Plaza of St. Louis, at the head of the grand basin. : 

There are many rest places all over the grounds, no- 
table among these the W. C. T. U. rest room, near the 
entrance to the Pik» and Fraternity Hal!. Of course alli 
the State buildings are expected to receive visitors from 
their several States, Lut California’s enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the most commodious and well appointed. 
Jt is full of easy chairs and lounges, inviting the weary 
sightseer tovrfest. The lady managers of the fair have 
organized a plan by which lost children shall be cared 
for. So if a child does happen to stray from the nater- 
nal oversight, no fears need be entertained, for it will 
eventually be restored to the fond parent. A day nurs- 
ery is also on the grounds where, for a small amount, 
children can be care for. 

A telescope or sult case will be ample provision in the 
way of luggage. It is well to have two skirts of walk- 
ing length, and no materia! will be found more service- 
able than sicilian or etamine. These are light, coo! fab- 
rics, and do not hold the dust. In addition to these 
skirts. two changes of underclothing throughout, three 
or four shirt waists, a silk waist for evening wear, fresh 
collars and ties, the usual toilet accessories, a pair of 
overshoes and an umbrella that will answer for sun or 
rain. will suffice.

TO REMOVE INK STAINS. 


“Ink stains are the hardest to remove from a fabric, | 
and if the stain is an old one even skilled cleaners are 


unable to effect its complete eradication by the ordi- 
nary means,” John F. Syionski tells me 

“When I say they are the hardest to remove I am 
speaking from the viewpoint of the average individual, 
but, as a maiter of fact, | know of a simple method by 
which they can be absolutely removed by anyone in their 
own home. The fabric to be cleaned must first be 
soaked for about two or three minutes in warm water 
and then rinsed until all the superfluous moisture is re- 
moved. The Jamp material must then be streatched 
tighty over a piece of clean white cloth or paper, after 
which pour just a few drops of strong, very strong, am- 
monia on the ink spot and at once begin to rub it with a 


water. The pressure with the cotton on the ink spot 
must be firm an: the rubbing need only to be done three 
or four times. Then rinse the fabric carefully in warm 
water and hang it in the sun to dry, shortly after which 
the ink spot will be found to have vanished entire\y. 
“Whether the stain is old or fresh, this method is 
equally efficacious and will invariably completely remove 


all traces of the discoloration, and that, too, without the 
slightest injury to even the most delicate material. This 
is a chemical trick in cleaning that very few peopie 
know, and the housekeeper will find it invaluable to pre- 
serve. . it will also be found of value in removing ink 
spots frofm furniture or carpets, unless, as in the case of 
wooden surfaces, the ink has been absorbed deeply by 
the fibers.” —[St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

WHEN WOMEN KISS. 

If tnere is a scene in the world as funny to a man as 
it is incomprehensible it is the sight of two well-dressed 
women edging toward each other when they meet, each 
one threatenin:: the other with a kiss that the other 
dors not want tu receive, and ending up by the one stiffly 
giving and the other stiffly receiving a dry little kiss 
somewhere in the vicinity of the right ear. It looks very 
much as if the two felt bound to greet each other with a 
show of cordiality which neither had any heart in. 
Sothething has established their relations on a basis 
which a mere touch of the fingers is inadequite to trans- 
late. Yet a kiss upon the lips would be as much too far 
on one side of the formal fence as an icy finger touch 
would be on the other. Even a goad old-fashioned 
smack upon one rosy cheek might be reckoned too fa- 
miliar. So, after a moment of distressing uncertainty 
on the part of each woman as to what the other is go- 
ing to do, one manages*io project her ear toward the 
other, who promptly descends upon the space beneath it 
with the ridiculous little peck with whtcn this chapter 
opens. 

It is, Of course, a grave question why women should 
be more prone than men are to kiss one another. Con- 
tinental European men do kiss one another, sometimes 
very much in the silly and half-reluctant manner already 
described as one of the practices of American women. 
But American and English men do not engage in this 
‘strange custom. The addiction of women to kissing 
among themselves seems at first blush to indicate that 
kissing is more in their nature than it Is in men's—that 
they have, so to speak. a constitutional yearning for it 
which is absent in men. However, it is not likely that 
this is the proper explanation. More probable is the 
surmise that woman's social conservatism, stronger than 
man's, has led her to cling longer than he to a custom 
of the olden time. 

It is mot surprising to hear that the fashion of for- 
mally kissing ai greeting is becoming slightly less com- 
mon among women. We had not noticed any abandon- 
ment of the practice. but we are willing to accept femi- 
nine authority to that effect. It is to be hoped that oscu- 
lation, either bi-sexual or between women, will gradu- 
ally go out of use save as an expression of real, honest, 
uncompromising affection. A kiss is too good a thing to 
waste. and it certainly is wasted when neither party 
wants it. As a token of genulne feeling, kissing will 
pever go out of fashion. Age cannot wither It, nor cus- 
tom stale its infimite variety. It is all that anybody has 
ever claimed for it, and more. It ts not a thing to be 
caricatured with a hard and unresponsive osculatory 
snip under the ear.—[New York Mail.

How They Came. 


The men wao stood in the breach at Gyangtse, in

How They Died.

CURIOUS OCCUPATIONS. 


SOME NOVEL INDUSTRIES OF RESIDENTS OF Rt- 
RAL DIsTRICTs. | 


[Cassell’s Saturday Journal: ] Town dwellers are some- 
times prone to look down upon their country cousins as 
a rather sleepy lot; but many of them are very wide 
awake when it comes to money-making. The annals 
of rural industry abound with instances of adaptability, 
enterprise, ingenuity, and making the most of condi- 
tions. All manner of curious and interesting vocations 
followed by country folk attest that they are keen to 
turn an honest penny. 

Numbers of novel rural industries are in very few 
hands. Raising “freak” trees is a case in point. These 
curiosities, which take many shapes—some resembling 
musical instruments, some peacocks, some fountains, 
some balloons, and so on—are produced by training 
them from the stage when to the uninitiated they are 
unidentifiable shoots, and to bring them to perfection 
calls for great skill and patience. Fruit-bearing trees 
are often operated on. It is, however, a profitable in- 
dustry, since a tree worth only a trifle can by careful 
training alone be made to fetch a ten-pound note, and 
in exceptional cises considerably more. 

Deer farming is another restricted industry of the 
same class. It is, perhaps, practiced on the most novel 
lines by a certain rural butcher, who has given it spe- 
cial attention. He undertakes to catch deer in any 
park, publie or private, and to dispose of them in any 
way the owner may wish. Sometimes a landowner 
wants merely a joint or two of venison, and not a Whole 
carcass, from his own park. In that case the butcher 
catehes a deer, fattens it in his own paddock if neces- 
sary, kills it, and delivers the prime cuts to the breeder, 
subsequently disposing of the rest of the carcass in the 
usual way of business. Or, if a landed proprietor wishes 
to sell smal! herds of live kids, the deer farmer is open 
to buy them, because he knows he can sell them for 
stecking Mr. Newly Rich's park. 

There are not many people, again, in the curious in- 
dustry of butterfly raising, which is carried on more ex- 
tensively than anywhere else in England in the neigh- 
borhood of Scarborough, where there is a veritable but- 
terfly farm. The market for this queer live stock is a 
guod deal larger than many people would imagine. Num- 
bers of the bul‘erfiles, as well as moths, from the farms 
are. a dealer recently told the writer, used for making 
“natural pictures’’—that is, for framing for wall decora- 
tion—and for this purpose they fetch very good prices. 
The wild specimens cannot compare with those raised 
artificially, because they are always damaged more or 
less by the net in which they are caught. 

While, moreover, bee-keeping is fairly common 
throughout rural! Engiand—though, by some strange 
law, it is more general about certain towns. as North- 
ampton, than in many agricultura! districts with an in- 
exhaustible wealth of blossom—only a few men 
themselves Out to breed queen bees, which are. of 
tourse, the most valuable members of the colonies. The 
average man would look a good many times at £100, or 
even £50-—nay, £5-—before he would give it for a queen 
bee— Where is the money “in” it? And yet queen bees 
have realized as much as £50 and £100 apiece. The 
culture of these superior insects is not, however, partic- 
ularly difficult. It is chiefly through the effect of a 
certain feed-——a natural secretion, produced in the hive 
itself that larva becomes a queen instead of a worker. 
Goldfish culture is not as small an industry as any 
of the foregoing; but it is nearly, if not quite, confined 
to parts of Surrey. Leeeh farming, too, used to be car- 
ried. on rather largely not many miles from London. 
and, though it has become almost extinct, it seems 
likely to revive. For the familiar object of the old-time 
chemist's shop appears to be coming into favor again, 
doctors having discovered that there may be virtues in 
the “lively leech.” 


Besides such littl~known rural industries as these. 
there are many others which, while almost eqnal!y out 
«f the way, are of much greater importance in country- 
side economy. Many dwellers in Arcadia supplement 
their incomes by looking after young foxes. These an- 
imals are, of course, becoming scarce; indeed, of late 
years many have been imported, or they would now be 
hard to find in some parts of the country. So hunts 
have had to depend largely upon alien immigrants. and 
they have sometimes got more than they bargained for. 
one consignment, for instance, including a young wolf! 
A pen of foxes, however, is not infrequently to be found

National Irrigation Congress. 


NDER the <aption, Paso’s Greatest Opportunity, 

ine El Paso Times publishes the following editorial 
concerning the scope of the Irrigation Congress: 

“If the people of El Paso do not-fully appreciate the 
extreme importance of the National Irrigation Congress 
to be held in thfs city November 15-18 next, if is high 
time for them to carefully study the full scope of the 
convention and the meaning it carries with it, forit 
presents the only opportunity that ts within reach of 
our city for it to receive a direct and valuable indorse- 
ment of its international dam—a project which means 
(to state the case in a few words) that the more power- 
ful government of the United States should do full jus- 
tiee to the weaker government of ‘Mexico in the distribu- 
tion and use of the waters of the Rio Grande. 

“As the case now stands, the flow of the river {s ex- 
hausted by irrigation methods in Colorado and New 
Merico long before the descending waters reach the El 
Paso Valley and the Mexican frontier, until the farmers 
bere on both sides of the border have seen their lands 
torched by drouth and themselves impoverished to the 
point of demanding relief. = 

“Indeed, we are wrongfully deprived of the usage of 
the waters of the river, for at various times in many 
parts of the Union where interstate questions involving 
the use of water for irrigation purposes have arisen, the 
courts have invariably awarded to the first users the 
Privilege and right of ownership to waters by reason of 
Priority of usage, commonly known under the Spanish 
law as the first riparian right. 

“But beyond and outside of that consideration the 
Irrigation Congress has the expenditure of a fund of 
127,000,000, derived. from the sale of public hands, which

Olive Wood Curios. 


URIOS made of orange wood are common in the 
iead that deal in that kind of thing. On them is 
usually painted a bunch of oranges or a bunch of pep- 
per berries, which became somewhat monotonous. The 
wood of the olive is not so extensively utilized for this 
purpose, although it takes an exceedingly fine polish 
and is far more beautiful in appearance than the wood 
of the orange. . 

At Old San Diego, opposite the ruins of what is said to 
have been one of Ramona’s homes, an elderly Eng- 
lishman, J. T. Akerman, has a curio store. He man- 
ufactures souvenirs from roots of the olive trees planted 
at the old mission by the priests in 1709--135 years ago. 
These are the oldest olive trees in the State. 
makes canes, both from the wood of the olive and from 
In Mr. 
Akerman’'s_store there is an interesting collection of 
Felics that have been dug up near the old mission,

Olives and Olive Oil in San Diego Ccunty. 
AN HE olive-oil industry of California, which 


a few years ago appeared in the throes of dissolu- 
tion, is now coming to the front in great shape. This 
year the olive crop is light. It cannot, however, be ex- 
pected that the trees should bear a heavy crop every 
year 

San Diego was the first point at which the olive was 
cultivated in California, trees that are stil! bearing hav- 


ing been planted at the old mission by the Spanish 
priests. It is, therefore, quite appropriate that San 
Diego should rank high among the olive-producing 


counties of the State. 

Within a stone’s throw of the ruins of the first build- 
ing erected by the mission priests when they landed on 
the bay of San Diego, nearly a century and a half ago, is 
one of the historical buildings of the State, formerly the 
home of the well-known Bandini family. In one of the 
rooms Bishop Kip preached his first sermon in Califor- 
nia. It is a quaint old place, built in the old-time patio 
style. with solid walls of adobe five feet thick, which 
keep the intérior cool and: comfortable at all times. 
Here Messrs. Akerman and Tuffley live, and put up oil 
and canned olives. The firm has been in the business 
at the old mission and here for fifteen years. The vis- 
itor is struck by the absolute cleanliness of everything 
around the works, a prerequisite in making olive oil, 
which is as susceptible as milk to odurs. The care with 


which it is handled can be Imagined when the reader 


learns that every drop is filtered through heavy thick- 
nesses of felt, cotton, wool, etc., and then finally through 
paper before going into the bottles. It is packed in 
quart, pint and half-pint bottles, also in gallon cans. 
The refuse of the oil is used for fuel in the factory, 
and for domestic purposes. The olives are obtained from 
the off mission, from Fallbrook, and. some from the Bi- 
simere country: The firm has obtained a pumber of

medals and diplomas for -exhibits: In the Tnited 
States, France ana England. The introduction, a few 
years ago, of a process of canning olives was a great 
step in advance. lp to that time the wholesale gro- 
cery firms in the East had refused to handle ripe ol- 
ives, because they found that they would not keep. 
There is now a large and rapidly-growing demand for 
these fine canned olives, and from pow on the trouble 
is likely to be in obtaining a sufficiency of the fruit to 
meet the demand. Inquiries are coming in from all 
parts of the country, and even from England. 

C. M. Gifford of San Diego is another leading manu- 
facturer of oil and packer of canned olives. His oil 
works are at Jamacha, about seventeen miles from 
San Diego, while his pickling factory is in that city 
on Ninth sireet.- Mr. Gifford put up last season some 
exceptionally fine Manzanillo olives, in glass, which 
should find a ready sale among firms that cater to a 
high-class trade. o 

It is probable that the increase in demand for canned 
Olives and olive oil will lead to a large planting of ol- 
ives during the next few years. Care should be taken 
net only to select a right location and to give proper 
attention, but also to select the right varieties. Much 
harm was done during the olive boom, about a dozen 
years ago, by importing a number of foreign varieties 
that have proved almost worthless. The Mission ol- 
ive, introduced by the early priests, still holds its own as 
the best all-around vlive. 

To Develop Lower California. 


CCORDING to the following article, Mexico is about 

to undertake the development of Lower California 
on ap extensive scale. The extract is from the Calexico 
(Cal.) Chronicle: 

“Prasident Diaz of the republic of Mexico has ‘ately 
been paying quite a lot of attention to the development. 
in the agricultural industries of Lower California. and 
has been, through trusted agents, quietly getting. to- 
gether data showing the possibilities of that country, 
which is considered rich in many ways, although not 
as yet entirely developed. Promoters of prominence who 
haye approached the Mexican President. lately touching 
concessions on properties in this section have been qul!- 
etly but firmly dissuaded from their projects and the 
favors asked refused, in a manner that showed the ex- 
ecutive’s familiarity with this portion of the-country. 
It has been generally concluded that President Diaz was 
unfamiliar wyh Lower California, and this impression 
has been backed up by reports from certain of his min- 
isters and State officials who are said to be near to 
him. However, this is a question which will sooner or 
later cause the Mexican government to wake up, for 
there are possibilities in Lower California that are pros- 
pective of untold wealth to the prospector of the future, 
and if Diaz would shape things up, as he no doubt in- 
tends to do, there will be ‘something doin’ in Lower 
California in the near future that will mark an era of 
prosperity that will add to our own State of California 
in many ways.” 


The Walnut Crop. 


HERE was recently quoted in this department an 

opinion that the coming, wainut crop of Southern 
California would amount to 850 12-ton cars. Comment- 
ing upon this statement, the Anaheim Gazette says: 


“In the first place, no adequate estimate of the crop 
has been made, nor have prices been fixed. Not_for a 
month yet will prices be agreed upon, and inasmuch as 
numerous growers are favoring 10 cents, it is folly to 
quote figures two cents higher at this early: stage of the 
campaign. Walnut growers hereabout expect the crop 
will not exceed that of two vears ago, when it amounted 
to 813 10-ton cars. Prices that year were 10 cents per 
pound for first-class soft-shells. Last year’s yield fell to 
600 cars, and prices rose to 12% cents. So it will be 
seen the Times’ figures of size of crop and prices are 
somewhat extravagant as well as without foundation. 


“Orange county grows half the walnuts produced in 
the State of California, or, in other words, in the United 
States. At 10 cents per pound a carload of nuts is val- 
ued at $2000. Should the crop this year equal 800 10-ton 
cars, it will be seen that the money flowing into Orange 
county for its walnuts will amount to $800.0. A tidy 
sum, yet walnut growers are quick to resent such refer- 
ences to prices and size of crop as are here pointed out.” 

There is not, after all, such a vast difference between 
the estimate of the man quoted in The Times-——850 12-ton 
carloads—and the estimate of the Anaheim walnut grow- 
ers—-813 10-ton cars. It is a difference of about 25 per 
cent. There may easily be a_ difference of opinion to 
that extent regarding any crop, before it is harvesied. | 


It may be that Orange county raises half the walnuts 
of California. There is, however, an important walsut- 
growing section at Rivera, just south of Los Angeles 
River, where there is a strong organization of growers, 
and many walnuts are raised in Santa Barbara and other 
counties. 

The disease that has been spreading among the wal- 
nut trees of California during the past few years has 
made a serious difference in the yield, ranging from 10 
to 20 per cent., or more. It is to be hoped that the 
simple Anaheim experiment, recently reported, where a 
man cured a sick wainut tree by simply digging a wide 
basin around it, filling it with manure, and keeping the 
manure damp, may prove generally successful

Rainy Season Heavy. 


EATHER prophets are agreeing unanimousiy, as 
far as | have heard that the season of 1904-5 will be 
one of unusual precipitation. Whether the wish is stim- 
ulation to these dreams of a plentitaude of wetness will 
not be Known iil! next March, but the theory upon which 


floods materialize or not. Old-timers innumerable have 
told me that a summer of heavy rainfall in Arizona 
means plenty of fain in Southern California. It 
doubted if ever sueh a genera! saturation of the arid re- 
gions of the southwest has occurred before. an.! the 
storms have spread over the plateaus which ordinarily 
earry masses of “high barometer’ or heavy-air atmos- 
pheres which beat back the coast airs and preven: the 
coming in of the rain currents. If the saturation of 
these plateau regions in the summer has a tendency to 
induce low barometric conditions there in the winter we 
shall certainly have rain to spare the coming season 

The rainfail at Los Angeles for ¢he last ten vears 
has averaczed a traction over I! inches, the heaviest be- 
ing 19.50 inches in 1902-3 and the lightest 5.58 in 1898-9. 
The average for the ten years, running back from 1890-4 
was 17.36 inches. or an average of over 6 inches more 
than that of the last decade. The second decade back 
furnished the maximum of 54.85 inches in 1889-99 and 
the minimum of 6.73 in 1893-4. Ten vears previous to 
this latier date occurred the heaviest precipitation ovcur- 
ring since the records began—a rainfall of 38.13, which 
compelled the people of the lowlands ir the city to hunt 
the high places. worse catastrophes being averted only 
by precipitate flight in hundreds of cases. If we are to 
have a series of wet years, induced in part by the 
changed conditions out on the desert, this season is a 
fine time for them to begin. I am pleased to see the old 
prophets discarding Indian signs of wet weather. and 
giving the paek rats and watér fowl a rest. Retiance 
upon a general storm area the northeast seems a more 
reasonable theory and has not been so badly over- 
worked.

Dr. Mclvor-Tyndall, in his course of lessons on 
metaphysics, shows that this word is a term upplied 
tu the study of phenomena tha! up to the present time 
have been considered outside of the known laws of 
physics.

Dr. Tyndall! ‘shows that 
metaphysical healag Christian Science, mental 
science which there Are numerous faith 
cures. divine healing, suggestion, or perhaps others that 
appeal to the oublic ugder various disguises. Here Is an 
extract from one of Dr. Tyndall's lessons: 

“The perfect accord of harmony between the peychic 
and the physica! bodies allows of the rythmic, unceasing 
flow of the life-current, or spirit. that permeates every- 
thing. Now, then, under this head of inharmonious 
vibration between the psychic and the physical bodies, 
disrupting the flow of the life-force. come al] mental and 
nervous diseases. Out of these grow by the force of 
thought-habit, the chronie diseases. Perhaps the most 
universal of common diseases of this character is dys- 
pepsia, manifested in various degrees aod various forms 
of digestive disturbance.

The booklet on malaria is a!| wrong from the edit 
or’s viewpoint. It takes up the erroneous idea thal ma- 
laria is caused by mosquitoes, which theory has now 
been abandoned by many physicians who have bt 
gated the subject, and wil! before many wears undoubdt- 
edly be relegated to the rubbish heap which contains so 
many once popular medical supers!itions. Malaria, as its 
name indicates, comes from bad air, the bad air, in turn, 
being caused by swamps and staguant water When you 
Clean up the swamps and stagnant pools in which mos- 
quitoes breed, you remove the cause of the malaria - 
and incidentally the mosquitoes. 

The pamphiet aleo recommends that old renedy. qul- 
nine, which is a bad thing, ag everybody kaows, pro- 


columns. namely. take a good-sized pomelo, cut ‘t up, 
peel, seeds and all, pour thereon a quart of boiling wa- 
ter and let it stand for a few hours. Then take a ‘um- | 
bierful of the liquid in the morning, before each ord 
and before retiring. Take the tumblerful at nigh! bot. | 
Eat freely of tomatoes and avoid pork. animai fats. pas- 
try and sweets. Take an injection twice a week ond 2 
sweat bath once a week. This will take the malaria out 
of your blood. But you strould, if passibie, get away 
from swamps and stagnant water, or it may return. 
The pamphiet says: 
“It is better to give thirty grains a day if he can stand 
it. Sometimes patients do not stand the quinine well. 
In this case reduce the amount, but as little as possi- 
ble. If the quinine causes a great dea! of eager 
ringing in the ears, this may be lessened by taking/ 
grain of either bromide of sodium or potassium to each 
grain of quinine.” 
Think of that! And this is called a “Health Booklet.”

“Is can poison and ptomaine poison the same? 

“Is it found often in cooked fresh meats? 

“A piece of cold meat looks nice, smells fresh and 
Sweet, are ptomaines likely to be present? 

“I know it is an alkaloid poison, yet surely there is 
some way of detecting it in food before serving. If the 
cans of canned meat or fish look bright and clean, are 
ptomaines apt to be present? Any information you can 
give on the subject that wil! help a housewife to be rea- 
sonably sure she isn't placing a dish of rank poison be- 
fore her family will be very gratefully received.” 

There is no certain way to detect the presence of pto- 
maines in foods except having them analyzed, which is 
an intricate and expensive process. If you eat food, 
either vegetabie or animal, that you do not know to be 
absolutely fresh, you take chances. All an'ma! food 
begins to decay the moment the animal dies. All green 
vegetables and fruit begin to decay the moment they 
are plucked or cut. Changes take place in food even 
when it is carefully preserved. Hence the wide use of 
injurious preservatives, such as boracic acid and saly- 
cilie acid. So, when you eat canned or preserved food 
of any kind, you are liable to catch it “ewine and com- 
in’. Therefore, a good rule is never to eat canned or pre- 
served food when you can get any kind of fresh food. 
Fish is especiaily liable to rapid changes after death. In 
Germany no one would think of buying any fish except 
live fish 

“Can poisoning” might be either-a ptomaine or poison 
developed by contact of an acid with the tin. It is much 
better to pack food in glass than'iin tins. Ptomaines 
will not be found ‘n meat that is absolutoly fresn. It 
should be remembered that the “sweetest” meat is 
meat that is on the verge of decaying. For this reason 
fourmands like to have their venison and other food 
hung up until it is what they call ‘ripe.’ In England 
they hang gam birds up until they are so rotten that 
they drop from the hook. Then they are considered fit 
for a king's table. Horrible idea! No wonder such 
people develop gout and al) kinds of other diseases. 
Birds and animals get even with them. after al] 

it should not be forgotten that ptomaine poisoning 
may be develonod in a human body from sound food that 
has not digested. but has undergone fermentation. Thus. 
some people may be poisoned by a food that others may 
eat with impunity. As predisposing causes to such pol- 
soning may be mentioned a oatarrhal condition of the 
stomach and intestines, dilation of the stomach. cer- 
tain diseases, such as typhoid fever, enteritis, peritonitis, 
or an. idiosyncracy toward certain kinds of food. It 
should be remembered, also, that al] ptomaines are not 
poisonous 

Finally, the person who adopts a frnitarian diet need 
never worry about ptomaine or other poisons. 

Since the above was written a dispaich has been pub- 
lished in the papers from Sacramento announcing that 
a City Trustee of that city, who is alse a physician, had 
died from the effects of ptomaine poisoning four days 
after eating some sbrimp salad in restaurant. al- 
though he admitted that the shrimps bad a tainted fla- 
vor, One cannot be too careful about such food, espe 


cially in hot weather.

which, at the Lest, must be problematical, and without 
| any idea of what the matter is or what caused it. For- 
tunately, nature is often strong enough not only to 
cope with the disease caused by the violation of her law, 
but with the physician, and the patient recovers. 

“The physician ought to be a living example of the 
laws of health strictly observed. So-calfed ‘regular’ 
physicians cannot complain of the rise of Christian Sci- 
ence, osteopathy and a dozen other modern fads, when 
they come into the sickroom reeking with tobacco, 
tainted with the breath of alcohol, or doped with mor- 
phine. They have had their opportunity, and lost it. 

“The average man, to a large extent, has lost faith in 
drugs and drug physicians, and in many instances, if he | 
calls one at all, it is to gain the benefit of his experi- 
ence and not to accept his prescriptions.” 

The editor has only one criticism to make of the fore- 
going excellent remarks. Mr. Best is greatly in error 
when he classes osteopathy with Christian Science, as a 
“modern fad.” He evidently has not made any study 
of osteopathy. or he would not fall into such a glaring 
error. There is no more in common bet ween-—osteo- 
pathy and Christian Science than there is between civil 
engineering and spiritualism. The one deals with plain, 
practical and easily comprehensible processes, while 
the other is a collection of wild theories and vague va- 
porings.
